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Dedication of Town of Chester 
Annual Report 
To 
John Alden West 
(June 28, 1910 — March 5, 1984) 


Forward from Chairman Stephen O. Landau: Since the end of World War IT, we have become a 
transient nation. In the interests of preserving the history of our Town which will soon be 
celebrating its 300 Anniversary, we have chosen to dedicate our Town Report to people who 
have been influential in bringing us to where we are. If we do not have an understanding of 
where we started and steps taken to get us to where we are now, then we have lost our ties to the 
founders of our community, their visions and the personality and nature of the Town we cherish. 


John Alden West was native born to Chester and a lifelong resident attending local schools and 
Pinkerton Academy in Derry. John graduated from Pinkerton Academy in 1928. In the Class of 
1928 Yearbook, John’s classmates captured the personality of John with the following 
inscription with his photo: 


“Whenever anything goes wrong, 


We send out an S.O.S. for John, 


He always answers with astounding 
good cheer. 


We’re mighty glad he’s here.”

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John started his own business of painting and general handyman and repairs prior to becoming 
employed at Wilcomb’s Store. In mid to late 1930’s, he started employment at the RC Hazelton 
Company where he remained for the rest of his lifetime. John did more than his “Job 
descriptions” establishing his dedication and hard, honest labor into our Town in many ways. 
For example, John was instrumental in finding a creative solution to the Congregational Baptist 
Church for a much needed space for the minister’s office and Sunday School classes. He worked 
in late 1958 chairing a committee in the Church to excavate the crawl space under the Church 
which entailed his coming up with clever solutions in measuring, balancing, jacking, supporting, 
excavating, and planning for this eventual space that continues to be an asset to the Church to 
this day. This project lasted over a course of three years and ended up with the minister’s office 
named as the John A. West Room in recognition of his ingenious and diligent efforts towards its 
creation. 


John was a Deacon. He was a Moderator of both the Baptist and Congregational Churches. 
John taught Sunday School for 25 years not only in the classroom but as a mentor to the junior 
high school boys by taking them on educational field trips to the mountains. In the wonderment 
of nature and the practical awe and beauty of the earth, its mountains, lakes and sky, John’s 
Biblical teachings and his sincere guidance and modeling made applicable sense to these boys 
breathing in clean air, exercising the strength of their youth in hiking nature trails, camping, and 
cooking in the openness of the beautiful sky. 
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John was a Sunday School Superintendent and he was on the Missionary Committee. He was 
Auditor, and he was on the Religious Education Committee as well as later on, the Inter-church 
Council joining the Chester and Auburn Churches together to share a minister. John was on the 
Boy Scouts God and Country Award Committee — Robin Nicoll and Ernest Nichols appeared 
before the Religious Education Committee to qualify for their God and Country Award in 
Scouting. This Committee approved their qualifications for the Award which was presented at a 
Church service in October of 1958. 


While John worked for the Hazeltons, he and Dean Leighton replenished Hazelton Orchards by 
removing dead, aged trees and replanting with trees that are bearing fruit even today. John’s 
talents at Hazelton’s were far greater than general maintenance; he was a plumber, an electrician, 
roofer, painter, and groundskeeper in addition to his job title of general maintenance. While 
employed at Hazeltons, he built Richard and Marion’s daughter, Debbie, a home in Candia 
where she resides at present. 


John was a Wilcomb Townsend Trustee from 1967 to 1983. He was School District Moderator 
from 1956 until 1980, and he was Town Moderator from 1958 until 1980. John relied upon 
Roberts Rules of Order, but before every meeting he would explain to his audience that in 
addition to Roberts Rules, we were going to follow John’s rules which were seldom challenged. 


John served the Town as a Charter Member of the Chester Fire Department and as a Forest Fire 
Deputy Warden. Also, John was a 50-year member and former Master of the Chester Grange. 
An anecdote illustrating John’s character is when at one point in his life, he suffered from a 
condition whereby he lost his leg at the knee. John refused to let this stop him as a Volunteer 
Fireman; rather, John continued to respond as a Firefighter and in general maintenance for the 
Hazelton Company. His fortitude, strength, and courage shined through in his ability to manage 
to get the job done regardless of the challenge. 


John continued to live his life as an example both by his deeds, gospel, and generosity both of 
out of his competent services to the Town and out of his personal wallet to the people of the 
Town. 


John loved his Town and loved his Church; and dedicated his life to both. 


In 1984, John’s family members were noted in the newspaper as follows: Wife Hazel (Hunt) 
West; Sons Dr. Melvin L. Page and Donald A. Page; Daughters Mrs. Sylvia Falzone and Mrs. 
Norma Cammette; 14 grandchildren; 14 great-grandchildren; a nephew Richard West and several 
cousins.

Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots 


Under NH RSA 674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots, you are hereby 
informed that any lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 
2010 by a city, town, county, village district, or any other municipality, may be restored 
to premerger status upon the owner’s request and all zoning and tax maps shall be 
updated to identify the premerger boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at the 
appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

1. The request is submitted to the Chester Board of Selectmen prior to December 31, 

2016. 

2. No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any Owner in 
the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners 
shall be estopped from requesting restoration.

PLANNING AND ZONING 


CHAPTER 674 
LOCAL LAND USE PLANNING AND REGULATORY 
POWERS 


Regulation of Subdivision of Land 


Section 674:39-aa 


674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots. — 

I. In this section: 

(a) "Involuntary merger" and "involuntarily merged" mean lots merged by municipal action for 
zoning, assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent of the owner. 

(b) "Owner" means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in question, even if such 
person or entity did not hold legal title at the time of the involuntary merger. 

(c) "Voluntary merger" and "voluntarily merged" mean a merger under RSA 674:39-a, or any overt 
action or conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots as merged such as, but not limited to, 
abandoning a lot line. 

II. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 by a city, town, county, 
village district, or any other municipality, shall at the request of the owner, be restored to their 
premerger status and all zoning and tax maps shall be updated to identify the premerger boundaries of 
said lots or parcels as recorded at the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner in the chain of title 
voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners shall be estopped from requesting 
restoration. The municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that any previous owner voluntarily 
merged his or her lots. 

III. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the provisions of RSA 
676. 

IV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted prior to the effective 
date of this section, to restore previously merged properties that are less restrictive than the provisions in 
paragraph I and II. . 

V. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to cure any non-conformity 
with existing local land use ordinances. 

VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntarily merged lots may be 
restored to premerger status upon the owner's request. Such notice shall be posted in a public place no 
later than January 1, 2012 and shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. Each municipality shall 
also publish the same or similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual reports.

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Selectmen’s Report | 2012/2013 


Selectmen’s Report 
Progress, Progress...... 


We look to Washington, and we see stalemate and hurdles that need to be jumped over. Constantly, 
the media reports on all of the problems nationally that befuddle us, and the questions that arise 
seem to separate and segregate our solutions. YET, that is NOT what is happening with your 
municipal government here in Chester! 


In Chester, we are moving along, possibly slower than some would like, but progressing none the 
less! Some would have you believe that there is dissension and strife amongst your governing 
Board, but I will tell you that discord does not exist and the different discussions are healthy and 
productive. Why? Because with the various differences of opinion, we produce budgets that do not 
have huge spikes, that accomplish what the majority wants and most importantly, what the majority 
can afford. That is why we have maintained the traditional Town Meeting system, and why we 
brought it back to our School District. Everyone has a voice and everyone has the opportunity to 
question the wisdom and the value of “what” is being proposed. We have all heard the “nay sayers” 
that our Town offers no services. Well to that, I say nay and nay again. The services that are 
offered are what we can afford and what you, the townspeople of Chester, have voted on at Town 
Meeting. 


We have a 24-hour Police Department with highly-trained and qualified officers and staff that 
provide protection and successful prosecution of those that violate the rules or attempt to bring harm 
to the community. We have a Fire Department that runs with two full-time Firefighters/Emergency 
Management professionals and many volunteers. We need to encourage and to thank these 
volunteers from the Deputy Chief on down for giving of their time, patience and energies to make 
this a top-notch Department. 


Our Highway Department has worked this year to maintain the sixty miles of roads, culverts, 
retention ponds, etc. that they are responsible for. We have had more snow this past year than we 
experienced through the previous years. Also, we have had malfunctions of some equipment at 
strategic times. Repairs were made, vehicles substituted, and roads were cleared. 


Over the past several years, warrant articles were brought forth for road rebuilding. At Town 
Meeting last year (2012), in 2011, 2010, and 2009, even though a majority voted in favor of 
supporting the bond article for road improvements, a 2/3 majority was not reached. The bonds did 
not pass. The 2/3 majority rule is not the Town’s rule, but a percentage required by the State 
statutes. Recognizing that road improvements cannot be postponed indefinitely, the Board of 
Selectmen believes that instead of bringing forth a bond issue, we should bring you, the voters, a 
Capital Improvement Program - a portion of which is funded through fees generated from growth 
within our Town. We understand that this may not be the quick response that appears to be 
palatable to the majority, but it can be a reasonable response to the high cost of road repair material 
and provide a savings program that will benefit all in the long term. 
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We are also bringing forth warrant articles for two pieces of equipment. One is for a large (Class 8) 
truck. This will be used in our day-to-day operation for hauling large amounts of material and in 
the winter, will be equipped with a spreader, plow and wing. At the present time, we rent this 
equipment when needed. It is our belief that we need to slowly enlarge our capabilities to maintain 
our roads and infrastructure. This piece of equipment is vital for that purpose; but just as you make 
choices in your budget at home, the Chester voters need to decide whether or not this is the 
direction for the Town to take. 


The second piece of equipment we have brought to you is a front-end loader. Over the years, we 
have rented a loader or it was provided for by the elected Road Agent. We have been asked this 
year to present to you, the voters, the option of purchasing this machine. As many of you may be 
aware, this machine and the Class 8 truck (previously mentioned) have both been accounted for in 
the Capital Improvements Program (CIP); but the CIP has never been funded through a warrant 
article. This year, we are presenting to you, finally, a warrant to fund the CIP; but our intention of 
use for the CIP funding this year is to direct it to future road reconstruction. Once the CIP is 
funded, at a future Town Meeting, you will be asked to release the funds for its intended purpose. 
Much of our discussion concerning these two pieces of equipment is whether we should fund them 
now or leave them in the CIP. We believe in this “economic” time period, it is truly your decision. 


As an educated voter, please come to Town Meeting with questions and opinions about the Town’s 
needs that will lead us in a productive debate over the merits of funding the CIP and the necessity of 
this equipment. 


Our Transfer Station is growing and is a superb model for many other Towns. Our recycling efforts 
have proven extremely productive and have saved many dollars. Because of the purity of our 
product, usually, we are given top monetary value. Also, we benefit by not paying to haul waste to 
a private landfill which would then need to be monitored for years. Many of you have seen the old 
“dump” as you enter or leave the Transfer Station. This is a six-acre parcel of prime real estate, just 
off of Route 102, that we spend tax dollars on just to monitor. Imagine this on a much larger scale 
and having to follow all of the present regulations. Our costs could be astronomical if we did not 
participate in these recycling programs. 


But one of the most important parts of our Transfer Station savings hinges on our dedicated staff 
that manages and operates the facility. Numerous times vendors and new drivers will pull in to the 
Station and ask if they are in the right place because of its clean, organized appearance. Even 
though the facility deals with trash and rubbish, it is maintained consistently in a spotless manner. 
The warrants that we have presented this year will not only add to the capabilities of maintaining 
the facility, but should also help to improve the revenue stream. 


First, we are requesting a lease purchase for a skid/steer machine at a cost of approximately Forty- 
Five Thousand Dollars, or about Nine Thousand Dollars per year for a period of five years. We 
believe that this machine will save us in all aspects of the operation of the Station from snow 
removal, to compost turning, to moving refrigerators and other heavy appliances, as well as to 
moving the cement and pottery in the lower collection area. 
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Many of you may remember that about three years ago, I proposed a warrant article for a similar 
machine to be raised through contributions and grants. I regret to say that I made a mistake in 
expecting to receive grants from various organizations. Because of the upsurge of National Security 
after 9/11 and the continuing Gulf Wars, most grants are being targeted to some form of homeland 
security. We were in line for a grant for a used skid steer from the New Hampshire Resources 
Recovery Association (NRRA) grant program for Three Thousand Dollars; but it had to be spent 
within a time period and it had to have a match. At the time, we had looked at the possibility of a 
used machine which we would have adapted to our purpose. Now, because of the cost (less than 
two cents ($.02) per thousand of assessed valuation), we are proposing a machine that will meet our 
total need. And by the way, we will be applying again for any grants, such as the NRRA grant 
program, to lower the cost even further. (The previous grant was redirected to the purchase of a 
large container and eliminated the yearly rental charge.) 


The second warrant we are bringing forth for consideration is the construction of a roof over the 
containers of metal cans, glass, plastics and a dry storage area for the aluminum can trailer and other 
mobile equipment. We have spoken to our engineers and received specifications for a free-standing 
structure, which is more reasonable in cost than something that would be attached to the present 
building. 


The purpose of this structure is to reduce costs of trucking by creating a dry, more valuable 
commodity and reducing liability to our employees in the removal of snow from the containers. We 
believe that when the Station was designed over fifteen years ago, this portion was removed to save 
money. It is our belief that we will recover the cost, through savings, in less than ten years. 


During the last few years, our Village Cemetery Trustees (elected officials) have attended many 
classes and seminars in order to operate the historic cemeteries in a proper fashion. One of the 
issues that the Trustees are attempting to resolve is the rising costs of maintaining the Cemeteries. 
Additionally, several older cemetery locations have been rediscovered which then become added to 
the sites under their care. 


Many of us believed that perpetual care would maintain the cemetery grounds, but we have learned 
that perpetual care pertains only to those grave sites that have purchased perpetual care. Most of the 
graves in the historic cemeteries were never recipients of the perpetual care funds; and, therefore, 
the Town maintained these along with the cemetery maintenance budget as seen in the Town 
Budget. The purpose of the proposed warrant article is to help create a fund that will help control 
the requests for additional funds to maintain these sites. | 


Several years ago, two-and-a-half acres of land adjacent to the North Chester Cemetery on Smith 
Road were donated to the Town. This past year, the Trustees made an effort to clear the land and 
lay out new sites for burials of both caskets and urns. These new sites and donations that they 
receive will fund this warrant. This should help us control the rising costs of maintenance for the 
equipment and for the grounds. Discussion with the Cemetery Trustees has led them to the belief 
that they will try not to use this fund unless an “extraordinary” situation arises, such as an historical 
tree needs removal or a wall needs rebuilding. 
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We elect Cemetery Trustees to maintain and to manage these “memorial” areas in a proper and 
dignified manner. They must work within the guidelines of our Town and within the rules and 
regulations of the State and its statutes. They attend classes and seminars given by the various Rule 
Authorities, and this “Special Revenue Fund” was an idea presented to them during such a seminar. 
We hope you will agree. 


In respect to a group of Trustees, our Library Trustees came to the Board of Selectmen with a 
proposal for an Assistant Librarian. The discussion was centered around additional hours and a 
children’s librarian. We, the Board of Selectmen, agree that this is a position that would benefit the 
Town; but in the spirit of the governing of the Library, a majority of us believe the position should 
be funded through their regular budget, and not as an individual warrant article. The Library 
Trustees are elected and present a budget to you, the voters. Historically, we have not asked them 
to itemize this document in our general budget; we do not wish to start this now. Otherwise, future 
meetings will have a multitude of warrant articles that will make our democratic form of 
government cumbersome, and we will be forced to deal with a multitude of picayune minutia. Do 
any of you really want that? This is the day-to-day operation of our civil government and we 
encourage anyone to question any of our elected officials any time during the year. 


This is why we, your Board of Selectmen, have delved into a discussion concerning the former 
college property. When rumors started about a “proposed halfway house” that had not been 
proposed to the Planning Board, we felt it was our duty to hold an informational meeting. This was 
just after the New Year. Truly, we did not expect the turnout (which was larger than the attendance 
at our School District Meeting) and the vast majority wanted more information. We spoke with our 
Planning Commission and others who led us forward with the idea of gathering enough information 
to try to present to Town Meeting several recommendations. To stay within the guidelines of State 
Statues, we developed the Bond Article that is in the warrant. The figure of One Million Eight 
Hundred Thousand ($1,800,000) was derived from a commercial appraisal our attorney was able to 
procure from qualified commercial appraisers independent of Town government. A proposal was 
made, contingent upon acceptance by Town Meeting. This proposal was rejected. Our planners are 
continuing to gather information which will be presented at Town Meeting. We believe that you, 
the voters, will have more information to make an informed decision; and we, your Board, will be 
able to follow that directive. Please.....Please.....do not listen to rumors! No decisions have been 
made to purchase the property or even to acquire a portion of it. This is your choice; but any choice 
should be made with good, clear information. 


A group of citizens has approached the Board with the idea of developing a monument that will 
honor present and former citizens who gave of their talents to make Chester the desirable 
community that causes you to call it home! We agree that this should be done, and we would like to 
fund this initially with funds from our State-required, unexpended fund balance. This is a fund 
balance that is required by the State Department of Revenue Administration and created from funds 
that were surplus in prior budgets. 


We are requesting to close three such articles at this Town Meeting. These three total over Eight 


Thousand Dollars ($8,000) and will be the basis for funding this commemorative monument. The 
citizens being honored will be chosen by a committee and all have helped Chester become the

MANAGEMENT’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 


As management of the Town of Chester, New Hampshire, we offer readers this 
narrative overview and analysis of the financial activities of the Town of Chester, 
New Hampshire for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2012. 


A. OVERVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the basic 
financial statements. The basic financial statements comprise three components: 
(1) government-wide financial statements, (2) fund financial statements, and 

(3) notes to financial statements. This report also contains other supplementary 
information in addition to the basic financial statements themselves. 


Government-wide financial statements. The government-wide financial state- 
ments are designed to provide readers with a broad overview of our finances in 
a manner similar to a private-sector business. 


The Statement of Net Assets presents information on all assets and liabilities, 
with the difference between the two reported as net assets. Over time, increases 
or decreases in net assets may serve as a useful indicator of whether the finan- 
cial position is improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the Town's net 
assets changed during the most recent fiscal year. All changes in net assets 

are reported as soon as the underlying event giving rise to the change occurs, 
regardless of the timing of related cash flows. Thus, revenues and expenses are 
reported in this statement for some items that will only result in cash flows in future 
fiscal periods (e.g., uncollected taxes and earned but unused vacation leave). 


The governmental activities include general government, public safety, high- 
ways and streets, sanitation, health and welfare, culture and recreation, and 
conservation. 


The government-wide financial statements are designed to include the Town of 
Chester, New Hampshire (the primary government), and any legally separate 
entities for which it is financially accountable (component units). The Town of 
Chester, New Hampshire has one component unit, the Spring Hill Farm Trust. 
This Trust was established to administer the daily functions of the Spring Hill 
Farm, which was donated to the Town by Ms. Muriel Church. 


Fund financial statements. A fund is a grouping of related accounts that is 
used to maintain control over resources that have been segregated for specific 
activities or objectives. Fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate 
compliance with finance-related legal requirements. All of the funds can be 
divided into two categories: governmental funds and fiduciary funds. 


ey 
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Governmental funds. Governmental funds are used to account for essentially 
the same functions reported as governmental activities in the government-wide 
financial statements. However, unlike the government-wide financial statements, 
governmental fund financial statements focus on near-term inflows and outflows 
of spendable resources, as well as on balances of spendable resources available 
at the end of the fiscal year. Such information may be useful in evaluating a 
government's near-term financing requirements. 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government- 
wide financial statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for 
governmental funds with similar information presented for governmental activities 
in the government-wide financial statements. By doing so, readers may better 
understand the long-term impact of the government’s near-term financing deci- 
sions. Both the governmental fund balance sheet and the governmental fund 
statement of revenues, expenditures, and changes in fund balances provide a 
reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between governmental funds and 
governmental activities. 


An annual appropriated budget is adopted for the general fund. A budgetary 
comparison statement has been provided for the general fund to demonstrate 
compliance with this budget. 


Fiduciary funds. Fiduciary funds are used to account for resources held for the 
benefit of parties outside the government. Fiduciary funds are not reflected in the — 
government-wide financial statements because the resources of those funds are 
not available to support the Town’s own programs. 


Notes to financial statements. The notes provide additional information that is 
essential to a full understanding of the data provided in the government-wide and 
fund financial statements. 


Other information. In addition to the basic financial statements and accom- 
panying notes, this report also presents certain required supplementary infor- 
mation which is required to be disclosed by accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. 


B. FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, the total of assets exceeded liabili- 
ties by $ 15,879,600 (i.e., net assets), a change of $ 761,579 in comparison 
to the prior year. 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported com- 
bined ending fund balances of $ 2,765,384, a change of $ 155,119 in compari- 
son to the prior year. 


e At the end of the current fiscal year, unassigned fund balance for the general 
fund was $ 1,077,491, a change of $ 161,436 in comparison to the prior year. 








e Total long-term debt (i.e., bonds payable) at the close of the current fiscal year 
was $ 910,000, a change of $ (565,000) in comparison to the prior year.

As noted earlier, net assets may serve over time as a useful indicator of a gov- 
ernment's financial position. At the close of the most recent fiscal year, total net 
assets were $ 15,879,600, a change of $ 761,579 from the prior year. 


The largest portion of net assets $ 13,187,678 reflects our investment in capital 
assets (e.g., land, buildings, machinery, equipment, and infrastructure), less any 
related debt used to acquire those assets that is still outstanding. These capital 
assets are used to provide services to citizens; consequently, these assets are 
not available for future spending. Although the investment in capital assets is 
reported net of related debt, it should be noted that the resources needed to 
repay this debt must be provided from other sources, since the capital assets 
themselves cannot be used to liquidate these liabilities. 


An additional portion of net assets $ 1,213,387 represents resources that are 
subject to external restrictions on how they may be used. The remaining balance 
of unrestricted net assets $ 1,478,535 may be used to meet the government's 
Ongoing obligations to citizens and creditors. 


Governmental activities. Governmental activities for the year resulted in a 


change in net assets of $ 761,579. Key elements of this change are as follows:

D. FINANCIAL ANALYSIS OF THE GOVERNMENT’S FUNDS 


As noted earlier, fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate compliance 
with finance-related legal requirements. 


Governmental funds. The focus of governmental funds is to provide information 
on near-term inflows, outflows, and balances of spendable resources. Such infor- 
mation is useful in assessing financing requirements. In particular, unassigned 
fund balance may serve as a useful measure of a government’s net resources 
available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 


As of the end of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported combined 
ending fund balances of $ 2,765,384, a change of $ 155,119 in comparison to the 
prior year. Key elements of this change are as follows:

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Chester Budget Committee Report 
For Fiscal Year 2013-2014 
Proposed Budget 


To the Citizens of Chester: 


Operating under the State of New Hampshire RSA Chapter 32, the Chester Municipal Budget Committee 
is charged with assisting the voting public in the prudent appropriation of funds for the Town of Chester. 


We would like to compliment the Board of Selectmen for providing the Budget Committee (BC) with a 
full-time liaison. We cannot over stress the value of this liaison that provides a bridge between the Board 
and the BC to ensure maximum levels of communication between the two groups. We would especially 
like to thank the dedication of Selectman Michael Weider for attending every meeting despite the many 
other almost nightly commitments that he has with other boards and committees in town. 


During the Committee’s review of the proposed budget that was submitted by the Selectmen, budgetary 
priorities were considered carefully in light of the large demand for additional town spending, significant 
revenue losses for the school, and the continued economic climate. Anticipated revenues were carefully 
reviewed and considered. The operating budget (warrant article #11) proposed by the Board of 
Selectmen, and recommended by the Budget Committee reflects an increase in spending over last year’s 
operating budget of $171,806 or approximately 4.7%. The primary source for the increases can be found 
in salary growth, police shift differential, full-time employee benefits, and overall higher costs of 
operations for the town. 


The Budget Committee analysis takes into account previous year’s spending, as well as actual year-to- 
date spending. The Committee met with the Selectmen to discuss all of the departmental budget requests. 
The initial budget submitted by the Selectmen to the Budget Committee contained an increase of over 
14%. Analysis of this large increase was mostly composed of a number of large projects and increased 
positions, (transfer station improvements $57k, road reconstruction $200k, Library Assistant Director 
$22k). After discussions with the Selectmen, the Board agreed to move the larger projects, with the 
exception of the Post Office repainting, to warrant articles. There were also a few other smaller 
reductions which finally brought the new budget to $3,846,855.00. As a result, the Budget Committee 
voted to recommend the 4.7% increase for the 2013-2014 fiscal year which begins July 1“, 2013. 


The Operating Budget and other warrants represent a 20% increase in spending over last year’s total 
appropriation. The total requested appropriation for the fiscal year 2013-2014 is $1,037,171, excluding 
the Operating Budget and the bond article to purchase Chester College. Of that, the BC has 
recommended $705,481, and has not recommended $331,690. 


All warrants recommended by the BC represent an impact of $1.90 on the tax rate with the following 
breakdown: 

--Operating budget proposed by the BC represents an impact of $.37 on the tax rate 

--All other recommended warrant articles represents an impact of $1.53 on the tax rate 


Some items of concern did arise during our review. After careful analysis of the salary pool of $29k for 
the fiscal year of 2012-13, salary levels for this same year will end up at a much higher level which is 
almost double the planned $29k as agreed to and passed by the legislature within the 2012-13 budget. 
The net effect of the above actions by the Board means we begin the 2013-2014 year at a salary 
obligation much higher than would have been understood by the voters, and resultantly, is of a greater tax 
impact going forward than was represented by the 2012-13 budget. 
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The Budget Committee review of prudent spending also considers total tax impact on the citizens of 
Chester and therefore must include School increases which were significant this year primarily due to 
losses in State revenue. Therefore, the voter should consider the total impact of the 4.7% town increase 
($171,806), 5.37% school increase ($357,197), and potential town warrant articles that may be passed. 


The Committee has reviewed all warrant articles that will appear on the warrant that contain 
appropriations. The following is a summary of recommendations and the tax impact of each article:

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As a reminder, first year payments on Bonds and Leases are normally a fraction of the actual payment for 
the life of the obligation. Therefore, the full annual tax impact of the articles will not be felt until the 
second year. 








While 
the Budget Committee mission is a difficult one and not for everyone, it is a necessary function to ensure 
spending recommendations have a second sight. Residents are more than welcome to apply as 
appointee’s should town elections not fill the required positions. 


As always, we welcome the responsibility of assisting Chester’s taxpayers through our review of the 
operating budget, warrant articles, and bond requests. It is always our goal to carry out this review 
effectively, professionally, and in a fiscally responsible manner. As always, we welcome your attendance 
and input at our Budget Committee meetings. If you have any questions, please feel free to contact any of 
the Committee members.

Town Clerk/Tax Collector’s Report 


The Town Clerk-Tax Collector’s Office has made a few changes that were designed to 
offer more conveniences to the residents of Chester. We installed an outside mail box that 
is available 24/7 so that you may drop off your renewal requests or your tax payments 
without necessitating coming inside and waiting on line. The mail box is located in the 
front of the Municipal Complex Building before you enter the front door (alongside the 
road). 


Also, Linda and I decided to test the waters to see if it would be helpful to the residents if 
we opened up the offices one hour earlier at 7:00 AM instead of 8:00 AM. The feedback 
we received was positive with the residents saying they liked the extra early hour. So, in 
October, this change in hours was made permanent. We are now open Monday through 
Friday starting at 7 AM. (See below for a complete listing of office hours.) 


Aside from having your Car Registrations and Dog Licenses online, I have put all of the 
Property Tax Bills and payment history for the past four (4) years on the Town’s website at 
www.chesternh.org. After you log on to the website, navigate to the “Town Clerk/Taxes” 
link (this link can be found on the left side of the screen), scroll down to just above the big 
red icon that says “Property Taxes” where I have included the directions of how to use this 
site (click on link that says: “Tax payment or information lookup”). From there, you can 
check to see if the bank has paid your taxes, when it was received by the office, see if your 
new tax bill has been released, and/or print out a receipt to keep for your records or to use 
for your income tax return. The banks have been notified of this new procedure as well 
(for the last bill of 2012); and they absolutely love the fact that when the bills are released, 
which is twice a year, they can get everything from the site. They may also utilize the site 
to make sure they have not missed one of their accounts or use the site to calculate the 
appropriate amount to close the account (provided they have the interest figures). 


Finally, after a three-year wait and long discussions with VISA, we are now authorized to 
accept VISA cards along with the other charge/debit cards when you register you vehicle 
both in person or online.

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Annual Report 
Finance Department 


I am pleased to submit the Annual Report of the Finance Department for the Town of Chester to 
taxpayers and residents. The Department continues to outsource the overall financial 
management functions of the Department to the accounting firm, Coppola and Associates. The 
firm brings many years of experience in municipal finance and FEE Ses to the Town, and it 
is a pleasure to work with the staff and elected officials. 


The Finance Department is charged with the management of all financial matters of the Town 
from vendor payments, payroll processing, cash management and account reconciliation to 
establishing internal control procedures thereby mitigating financial risk for the community. 
Through the cooperation of all departments, we had a pre-audit in June with the final audit work 
being done the last week of August the first week of September. The Town’s Fund Balance as of 
6/30/12 was $1,173,228 which falls into the recommended 8-17% of the general operating 
budget. 


In the fall of 2011, the New Hampshire Department of Revenue introduced a new online 
interactive system for setting property tax rates. In an effort to promote transparency in a more 
efficient manner, appointments are scheduled online and rates are set by telephone conference. 
Due to the dedicated work in the Assessing and Tax Offices, the tax rate was set on October 23, 
2012 allowing for the tax bills to be printed and mailed before the Town needed to obtain a Tax 
Anticipation Note (TAN); thus saving the interest costs from the note. Stringent cash flow 
management as well as continued cooperation from the Chester School District, Treasurer, and 
Town Departments allowed the Town to eliminate the need for short-term borrowing. 


The Finance Department continues to work toward efficiency and transparency. Our goals 
include promoting and improving the financial management of the Town; increasing the 
productivity of the Department; strengthening internal control; to update and establish proper 
financial policies and procedures while facilitating the professional growth of the dedicated staff. 
Currently, we are working to implement a Cash Receipt Policy, Fraud Policy and Encumbrance 
Policy. 


I wish to acknowledge and thank the Town’s Bookkeeper, Marianne Duffy, and all departments 
for their continued support and cooperation.

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Treasurer’s Report. 


The Treasurer has duties and responsibilities established by State statute. RSA 41:29 provides, in 
part, that: 


¢ The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all monies belonging to the Town, and shall pay 
out the same only upon orders of the Selectmen. 


¢ The Treasurer shall deposit all such monies in participation units of the New Hampshire 
Public Deposit Investment Pool (NHPDIP) or federally insured banks chartered under the 
laws of the State of New Hampshire. 


¢ The Treasurer shall keep in suitable books provided for that purpose a fair and correct 
account of all sums received into and paid from the Town accounts, including monthly 
reconciliations to the bank statements and to other officials’ accounts (general ledgers). 


In addition to these duties listed above, the Treasurer has the responsibility to maximize the 
earnings on the balances of the Town accounts while maintaining enough liquidity to meet the 
obligations of the Town. At times, the balance in the general fund can be substantial (when semi- 
annual property taxes are collected). Interest rates, and consequently interest earnings, continued at 
the historic low levels seen over the past two years. Interest rates are predicted to remain at the 
near-zero rate into 2014. Because the investments of the Town must be 100% guaranteed, the 
interest earnings have been minimal and will remain low in the coming year. 


With careful oversight, the Town was able to meet all of its obligations to the school district, 
county, vendors, and employees on a timely schedule without borrowing money in anticipation of 
property tax collections again this year. Stronger fraud prevention safeguards have been placed on 
all Town accounts to prevent electronic fraud. 


The following page shows a schedule of Town accounts and the balances as of the last fiscal year 
end (June, 2012) and six months into the current fiscal year.

Trustees of the Trust Funds 


Your Trustees of the Trust Funds for the Town of Chester meet regularly throughout the year to 
monitor the performance of the trust funds and capital reserve funds that are invested to the 
benefit of various town departments and organizations. These funds are invested in accordance 
with the RSAs of the State of New Hampshire as well as the investment policies of the Town of 
Chester. 


The Trustees work with and are advised by an accredited, professional financial firm to make 
certain that any new funds are promptly set up in accordance with State laws and that any 
additional funds coming forward to the benefit of any existing fund are promptly invested to 
return the maximum prudently available return, while striving to protect the principal from 
devaluation. Also, the Trustees file annual reports with the State of New Hampshire and provide 
complete information on the funds to the Board of Selectmen through the Town’s Finance 
Director, the Budget Committee and to the Town’s auditing firm. We are also available to the 
fund beneficiaries as well as the general public throughout the year. 


The funds that are overseen by the Trustees consist of Trust Funds and Capital Reserve Funds. 
The Trust Funds consist of the Cemetery Perpetual Care Trusts, the Fire Department Trusts, the 
Public and School Library Trusts, and the Town Poor Trusts, more commonly called the 
Wilcomb-Townsend Trusts. The Trust Funds were all funded by donations to the specific fund. 
The Capital Reserve Funds are those funds that are instituted by vote of the town legislative body 
at the annual town meetings. They are generally used to set money aside for anticipated or 


unanticipated needs in order to reduce swings in the annual budget. The current reserves and 
brief reason for origination are as follows, chronologically by year of inception:

During the past two years, improvements in equity markets have increased the value of the trust 
funds. However, almost all of the trust fund and capital reserve fund revenue comes from 
interest on fixed income and money market investments. Since interest rates, as we all know, 
have remained low throughout the past year, even though the portfolio value increases, the 
distribution of revenue for the fiscal year 2012-2013 is still expected to be lower than during the 
years of significantly higher interest rates. Your Trustees of the Trust Funds review the 
investments on a quarterly basis with our advisor to insure that growth instruments are converted 
to dividend-paying instruments as soon as any losses in principal due to inflation are made up, in 
order to maximize payouts to beneficiaries.

Graham was appointed by the Moderator.

Assessing Department 


The Assessing Department is responsible for ensuring that owners of property pay an equitable 
share of the tax burden based upon property assessments. When changes are made to a property 
that affect the value of that property, a reassessment must be made to determine the new 
assessment of the property. In this way, it ensures all property owners are paying their fair and 
equitable share of the tax burden. Properties which have been issued building permits, those 
properties having incomplete construction at the time of a previous review as well as those 
properties which have had site changes (lot line adjustments, subdivision, etc.) are reviewed 
annually. 


Municipal Resources, Inc. continues to be our contracted assessing firm on a limited, part-time 
basis. Scott Marsh and Jerry Quintal are assigned as our primary assessing agents. Mr. Marsh is 
continuing with the more advanced assessing procedures that are needed, as well as, providing 
training/supervision so Town staff can continue advancing in the assessing field. Mr. Quintal 
has been assisting with property reviews. 


It is requested that if any of the assessors come to your property, you support the Town’s efforts 
to keep assessments equitable and fair by answering their questions and allowing them to 
measure and list (describe) your improvements. 


If you have any questions or concerns, please feel free to call or come into the office and we will 
be happy to answer and assist. Please be aware that the Assessing staff is out of the office at 
times to conduct property inspections and information may not be available immediately. If we 
are unavailable, a request can be left and we will reply upon our return to the office.

Currently only about 4 acres of the original Commercial District remains undeveloped for 
future commercial purposes. 


During the last decade, because of this limited amount of available land, a second C-2 
Commercial District was created comprised of approximately 200 acres. Currently located 
within this district are the Town’s Municipal Recycling Center & Waste Transfer Station, 
the secured former Town landfill, the Town Highway Department’s salt & sand storage 
facility, and a commercial composting facility. This district is also abutted by the State’s 
local Highway facility, which also has a salt & sand storage facility. 


The intent of this amendment is to preserve the very limited amount of commercially-zoned 
land in Town for future commercial businesses.

The Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission has a wide range of services and resources 
available to help dues-paying members deal with a variety of municipal issues. Technical 
assistance is provided by a professional staff whose expertise is, when necessary, supplemented 
by consultants selected for their specialized skills or services. Each year, with the approval of 
appointed representatives, the Commission staff designs and carries out programs of area-wide 
significance mandated by New Hampshire and federal laws or regulations, as well as local 
projects which pertain more exclusively to a specific community. 


Technical assistance is provided in a professional and timely manner by staff at the request of 
Planning Board and/or Board of Selectmen. The Commission conducts planning studies and 
carries out projects that are of common interest and benefit to all member communities; keeps 
officials apprised of changes in planning and land use regulation; and in conjunction with the 
New Hampshire Municipal Association, offers training workshops for Planning and Zoning 
Board members on an annual basis. 


Services that were performed for the Town of Chester during the past year are as follows: 


1. Conducted population, dwelling unit and employment projections from 2010 through 
2050 at a five-year increment based on 2010 U.S. Census data;

To the citizens of the Town of Chester: 


The Village Cemetery Trustees wish to thank you for your support in funding our budget this 
year. As the Trustees, we believe that we have carefully spent your funding to cover the 
maintenance needs of the eleven cemeteries that are under our charge. 


This year, we were able to finish the rebuilding and staining of the Village Cemetery’s wooden 
picket fence and will soon start work on the black rod-iron gates at all of the cemeteries, 
including Marsdon Cemetery on Lane Road. Also, we will be working on one of the Lane Road 
cemeteries with boundary fencing; depending on funding, it will be either granite or wooden 
posts with Chan. We will also be working on the Chester Rod and Gun Road Cemetery to clean 
up and set boundary fencing (this is a new cemetery we were told about last year). We started 
the cleanup process this year by having Public Service of New Hampshire remove a tree they had 
unknowingly dropped on the cemetery during the storm of 2008. 


Part of our maintenance program includes pruning lower limbs on the trees that are in danger of 
breaking and causing damage to the headstones. Also, some lower limbs are low enough for 
people to get hurt on them. This year, we did purchase a new pole saw to enable us to prune 
these lower limbs. Additionally, a new lawn mower was purchased to replace one of the two that 
were purchased five years ago. This commercial grade mower will allow us to maintain verses 
replace, thus costing us less in the long run. 


We have been active at the North Chester rock walls at the back of the new section and 
surrounding the Lavoie lot. These rock walls have been taken apart and re-stacked. The final 
driveway gravelling in the new, back section will be completed in the spring, along with 
trimming some of the overhanging tree limbs in the older part of the lot, once the ground thaws. 
The entrance approach will be re-graded within our new budget to allow automobiles to enter the 
Cemetery better. 


The Trustees will be having an arborist evaluate the trees in the Village Cemetery laying out 
plans on how to prune and to protect them so they will live longer and provide shade for those 
who come to visit their loved ones. After the tree work at the Village Cemetery is completed, 
each of the remaining ten cemeteries under our care will be looked at for pruning and/or removal 
of any trees in question. We have put a new line in our budget entitled "Trees" to replace the 
ones that are taken away and, in some areas, provide shade for those who come to visit. 
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A notable event took place at our National Historic Village Cemetery on May 26, 2012. The 
Molly Stark Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution held a Dedication Ceremony 
for Betsey Ingalls Merrill Hall. We had a wonderful, sunny day and a great turnout! 


Our work as set out for us for the coming year includes the repairing of stones and working on 
their foundations to secure them. Some of the stones have, over the years, become loose and are 
easily moved; and therefore, present a safety risk in that they could fall on someone. Throughout 
all of our cemeteries, we will be washing headstones and removing moss and dirt that has 
covered the names and dates of loved ones. 


In the past years, we have had to make new records of cemetery lots so that in later years, there 
will be a clear record of where and who has the use of lots purchased in North Chester. When a 
lot is purchased, there will be a deed of The Rite of Interment issued to the individuals 
purchasing the lot in North Chester and the originals will be kept in the Town Clerk’s Office. 
When the lot is used, a certificate from the funeral home will be stapled to it so there will be no 
question that the lot has been used. Lots are available in North Chester Cemetery. For 
information, please call the Selectmen's Administrative Assistant at 887-4979 and she will 
contact us.

The mission of the Chester Police Department, in partnership with the community, is to 
promote and to maintain a peaceful, safe and secure environment. The Department 
recognizes its members as its most valuable resource and will strive to maintain the 
quality of public service through committed leadership, supervisory direction, career 
development, and training. 


2012 was a very busy and hectic year. My officers worked extremely hard. Over five 
thousand (5,000) cars were stopped by our officers with 45 intoxicated and drugged 
drivers being taken off the roads. Two hundred (200) people were arrested for various 
criminal infractions; such as burglaries, sexual assaults, disorderly conduct, criminal 
threatening, criminal trespass, and domestic violence issues. Mental illness in the 
population involved with law infractions has once again increased. This has made it 
imperative that our officers continue to deal with this subject with an open mind. 


Burglaries, gun permits, and pawn activity have increased. It is a sign of the times. 
Weapons of guns and knives are more prevalent in recent years. Also, most of the people 
we arrest have an addiction problem, whether it is illegal drugs like heroin, cocaine, bath 
salts and marijuana, or prescription drugs that are being abused. Needless to say, 
weapons, mental illness, and addiction problems make for a dangerous mix and a 
qualified police officer is most welcomed under these circumstances to provide a safe 
environment for its residents. 


On the other side and despite the negativity we see sometimes, Chester is a great place to 
live and to raise a family. There are many active community organizations offering 
residents opportunities for local civic, cultural, educational, social, spiritual, and sports 
involvement. There is not a day that goes by that I do not see something going on in 
Chester. The spirit of volunteerism and community involvement is very much alive and 
well in the Town of Chester. 


In the Police Department, there have been a few changes in personnel this past year. 
Officer Holston has left us to pursue his career in Brentwood, New Hampshire. We wish 


him luck in his new position. Officer Andrew DiPerri graduated from the New 
Hampshire Police Academy last December and is on the road patrolling after an intense 
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field training period with Officer Loveless. Officer Bouchard has retired and is no longer 
teaching D.A.R.E. He will be replaced by Officer Sable and Officer Haggart who have 
recently finished D.A.R.E. training. 


We are now in the hiring process to replace Officer Holston. This process can be long 
and tedious. Currently, we have five (5) full-time officers and six (6) part-time officers. 
Barring any personnel issues, we are still providing a midnight shift seven (7) days a 
week. It can get pretty busy overnight stopping cars, answering calls, and assisting other 
agencies when needed. I have been told by many Chester residents that they are quite 
happy to see the cruiser out in the morning monitoring traffic and patrolling the Chester 
Academy grounds. 


Our Officers are encouraged to interact with the youth of Chester whenever they can. We 
continue to host many Boy Scout and Girl Scout Meetings at our Police Station and are 
involved with the Read-Across-America Program. It is a great venue to get to know the 
local youth as well as their parents and teachers. 


I presently hold the position of Chairman of the Highway Safety Committee and sit on 
the Boards of the Chester Joint Loss Management Committee and Chester Academy 
Safety Committee. I also train several hours a year in order to maintain my certification. 


Lt. Berube continues to further his education. This past year, he has taken Executive 
Survival, Executive Development, F.B.I. Leeda, Homeland Security, and many other 
college level courses. Lt. Berube is a great asset to the Chester Police Department. 
Officer Loveless is a Field Training Officer as well as our Firearms Instructor and does 
an outstanding job. Having the ability to keep much of our training cost-free and in-house 
allows us to save the Town money by limiting overtime, etc., for our Officers. Proper 
training is very important in order to keep up with the ever-changing laws that are 
enacted in New Hampshire, as well as across the country. Some of the courses taken by 
our Officers are Firearms Instructor, Shotgun Instructor, Defensive Tactics Instructor, 
Taser Instructor, O.C. Instructor, Simunitions, CPR, Dealing with Mental Illness, and 
Legal Updates. There are also many on-line courses and webinars offered through the NH 
Police Standards and Training. 


The Chester Police Department has been very fortunate to have received several grants 
from the NH Highway Safety Commission. The grants are used to enforce speed in 
specific areas and to take drunk and drugged drivers off the roads. We have been 
extremely successful with these grants. In addition, we have received a Federal 
Homeland Security grant for six (6) well-needed, narrow band portable radios. The total 
value of the radios is approximately $18,000.00 which was covered 100% by the 
Department of Homeland Security. The Department is now compliant with the narrow 
banding requirements set by the F.C.C. 


I would like to thank the residents of this great Town for your continued support as we 


continue to make the Chester Police Department one of the best departments in 
Rockingham County. I would like to thank all of my Officers and Administrative

Your Chester Fire Department is staffed by two full-time certified Fire Officers. They provide 
station coverage in staggered shifts between the hours of 7:30 am and 6:00 pm from Monday 
through Friday. Thirty-eight (38) dedicated department members proudly serve the community as 
certified firefighters and EMTs on a paid-per call basis 24/7. 


Chester Engine 1 was put into service at the beginning of the year. This has been of great benefit to 
the Town of Chester and I want to, once again, thank the residents for their support in acquiring 
this piece of equipment. I am sure you have seen the stories in the news about cutbacks on 
personnel in many of the larger fire departments. This has strained their resources and spread 
everyone thin. These pressures trickle down to the smaller towns that rely on contracts with larger 
departments. However, Chester Fire has benefitted from a training grant over the last two years 
which has helped raise the certification levels of both our firefighters and our EMTs. As a result, 
we are able to provide an ALS crew on our Rescue for most medical calls. This has all come 
together during a year that has tested our medical skills as well. We have seen many calls of such 
severity that demanded ALS care and immediate transport. Having the right equipment and 
properly trained personnel at the right time HAS saved lives. 


For the past several years, your Chester Fire Department has completed two programs to better 
serve the residents of Chester. In February, the Town was officially recognized by the State as a 
Heart Safe Community. This distinction recognizes that emergency services in the Town are 
prepared to quickly and effectively deal with cardiac arrests in order to increase survival rates. 
This required a coordinated effort to increase awareness of cardiac arrest and its signs and 
symptoms, increased availability of advanced emergency care, availability of CPR programs and 
the availability of Automatic External Defibrillators. In November, the Fire Department 
announced that after years of planning, implementation and commitment has improved its fire- 
protection services rating by the ISO (Insurance Services Office). ISO ratings help insurance 
companies establish appropriate fire insurance premiums for residential and commercial 
properties. Chester has moved from a Class 10 rating (Highest and worst rating) to a Class 8 
overall and a Class 5 in areas with cisterns or approved water supplies, this is an exceptional 
accomplishment for a town and Fire Department of our size and budget. 


We get many inquiries about what it takes to join the Fire Department. All candidates must be a 
resident of Chester or live within a 1 mile radius of the town line. Each candidate receives a 
thorough background check and must pass a drug test and DOT physical. Candidates have an 
interview with the officers and then all probationary members are required to attain their 
certification within the first year of membership. For Firefighter I, candidates take 212 hours of 
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classroom and practical training time, then state testing to achieve their certification. Firefighter II 
is another 116 hours of class and practical training. For EMTs, candidates must take 140 hours of 
classroom and practical time which includes ambulance ride time and emergency room time, then 
state and national testing to achieve their EMT certification. EMT-advanced, the next level up, 
must complete 72 more hours and testing for their certification. For all EMTs to maintain their 
certifications and licenses, they must maintain a current CPR card, complete a minimum of 72 
hours of continuing education, and go through state testing every two years. 
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We are proud of the commitment that our members have made to emergency response and 
training. We currently have 38 members. Eighteen members are certified as both a firefighter and 
an EMT. We have 25 firefighters, 23 EMTs; 9 certified to EMT, 5 certified to EMT-advanced, 
and 7 certified as Paramedics. We credit dedicated people, regular training, access to quality 
programs, and proper funding for our ability to produce a well-rounded group of professionals. 


A few more highlights from 2012 include purchase of a skid unit for the town’s forestry gator and 
new protective gear and equipment for all forest firefighters with a 50/50 matching grant awarded 
by the New Hampshire Division of Forest and Lands’ Volunteer Fire Assistance Program. An 
$8,757 grant was awarded from the Federal Assistance to Firefighters Grant program to upgrade 
our training room. Plans for this upgrade are currently underway, also we are awaiting notification 
from the Federal Assistance to Firefighters Grant program for $245,000.00 to replace our 1972 
converted military tanker. On September 8", the Fire station was dedicated to former Fire Chief 
Raymond “Red” Dolloff. This event was attended by many dignitaries as well as representatives 
of fire departments across the state. 


In addition to proudly serving as the Town’s Fire Chief, I also hold the position of Chairman of the 
Joint Loss Management Committee, Vice Chair of the Highway Safety Committee, and serve on 
the Chester Academy Safety Committee and on the Hazard Mitigation Committee. This year, I 
was accepted into the Leadership Institute, a two-year program with NH Local Government Center 
and Antioch College as well as getting multiple certifications in Homeland Security. I serve on the 
Granite State CISD (Critical Incident Stress Debriefing) team as a team member to council New 
Hampshire’s first responders after stressful calls. And this year in my spare time, I serve with New 
England K 9 Search and Rescue as a K 9 search and rescue handler in training with my new SAR 
dog Blaze. 


This is my chance to remind all residents to maintain their smoke detectors. Keep in mind that, not 
only do the batteries need to be changed twice a year, but the detectors themselves should be 
replaced every 10 years. All homes should have carbon monoxide (CO) detectors. The number of 
CO calls went up this year. Most came in due to CO detector activations. CO is a silent killer. It 
will make you nauseous and sleepy. You cannot smell it, which is why a detector is so important. 


All residents are reminded that the State of New Hampshire requires that you have a burn permit 
for all outside fires. This includes fires in pits, chiminias, and outdoor fireplaces. Burn permits are 
provided at no charge and must be obtained on the day you plan to burn. The State determines 
daily whether burning is allowed or not. Seasonal permits are available for campfires. For times 
when there is more than an inch of snow (50 ft. diameter around the fire), you can burn during the 
day without a paper permit, but you must notify the Fire Department. Call us on our business line. 
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For full details of the ordinances for burning, please call the Fire Station or see the Chester website 
www.chesternh.org. 





Permits must be pulled, prior to work starting, for all gas and oil heating system 
installations/modifications, chimneys, woodstoves, pellet stoves, and sprinkler systems. They can 
be obtained at the Fire Department. There is a $50/day penalty for work done without a permit. 
These permits will prompt the inspection that is required in order for the appliances to be put in 
service. In 2012, 104 gas burning equipment, 14 oil burning equipment, 12 woodstove, 36 
sprinkler, 1 blasting and 6 assembly permits inspections were conducted. Life safety and daycare 
inspections are provided by appointment at no charge. We offer CPR classes upon request. Please 
call the firehouse for information. 


We are committed to saving money in our daily operations by using the skills of our members and 
volunteer time to accomplish as much as we can around the firehouse. Along the lines of doing 
more with less, we have introduced two programs for the benefit of the Town, all provided within 
our current budget: 


v Chester Fire Explorers Post 163 
The Explorers is a group of Chester youth, ages 14 to 18, who have an interest in the Fire 
Service. Firefighter/EMT Ben Clark is leading this group who meets every Monday evening to 
teach firefighting and EMS skills appropriate to the age of the group. Once trained, this group

will get on scene experience, within their scope of practice, assisting with equipment and 
rehabilitation of first responders. 


v« Chester Fire Intern Program 
Students in the Fire Sciences and Firefighter I program from local colleges can apply for an 
internship with the Chester Fire Department. Each candidate is interviewed by the officers and 
a background check is completed. One candidate is chosen as an intern at any given time. 
They are expected to put in hours at the station during business hours. They work and observe 
while “on shift” and may go on calls. We check in with them on their studies and do teaching 
throughout the day. 


At this point, I would like to thank Chief Burke and the Police Officers of the Chester Police 
Department and Road Agent Mike Oleson and the Highway Department personnel for the 
professional relationship and team work they bring to the Town. It is a pleasure and a privilege to 
work with seasoned professionals every day. 


In closing, I would like to give thanks to all the Fire Officers, Department members and their 
families who dedicate so much of their personal time to training, community service, and call 
response. They are your neighbors, your friends, or even members of your family. They work 
hard to help keep our community safe, often putting themselves at risk.

Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & 
Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To 
help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a 
permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are 
encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more 
information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at 
(603) 271-2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 








Due to a record warm winter and little snow, our first fire occurred on February 4" with several more 
early fires to follow. Normally a large percentage of the warm windy days with low humidity occur when 
the ground is saturated from a long snow covered winter. By the time the surface fuels and ground dry 
out enough to burn, we only have a few weeks until “green up”. This year however we had an extended 
period of these favorable spring fire conditions. Our largest fire in the state was 86 acres. The average 
size fire was .6 acres. Extensive summer rains kept total acreage burned to near normal levels 


As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints have limited the staffing of our 
statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class III or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction 
in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving 
several structures due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was 
supplemented by the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Several of the fires 
during the 2012 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just 
trees. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department, and the state’s Forest Rangers by being fire 
wise and fire safe!

Annual Report 
Building Official/Code Enforcement Department 


As with each annual reporting, I wish to start by first recognizing and thanking the 
members of the community for the opportunity to serve the town. I wish to thank all the 
departments, boards and employees for their continued cooperation and assistance during 
the past year. 


To the many builders, contractors, and tradesmen, I thank you for the learning 
opportunity and for the level of professionalism displayed during our numerous contacts. 
We share a mutual goal of aiding the residents of the town. 


I commit to continue my education and knowledge so as to provide the highest level of 
performance while conducting myself professionally and consistently when dealing with 
all matters. 


The Jenkins’ Farm Road subdivision project started housing construction in November of 
2011 and has taken out a total of 12 new single-family applications over that period of 
time; of which 10 have been completed and are occupied. In 2013, they will likely start 
the second phase of the road network which will loop back to Haverhill Road. This 
project will result in 62 new single-family dwellings within an open space subdivision. 


During calendar 2012, over 90 new building permits were issued, and included the 
addition of twenty-three new single-family homes. This represents a 44% increase over 
last year’s new housing construction starts. An additional 230+ associated trade’s 
permits were also issued during 2012. Trade permits represent a 40% increase in the 
number of permits taken out while representing nearly a 60% increase in the fees 
collected from the previous year. With the active carry-over permitting from the previous 
year, over 300 permits were acted upon. I have provided a summary table within this 
report for viewing of actual permit activities by category. The department received over 
sixty-five thousand dollars ($65,000) in permit fees during calendar 2012. 


A health ordinance pertaining to new well construction was presented to the Board of 
Selectmen and approved and enacted in November of 2012. This health ordinance 
effects all “new” construction and requires water/well testing for all new residential 
dwellings. The ordinance defines the parameters for testing of all wells for new 
construction and defines the EPA control limit as the reference standard. 


I wish to again remind homeowners that a permit is required for all generator 
installations. | Generators must be located such as to protect the occupants from 
unwanted carbon monoxide gas infiltrations. Proper electrical wiring must be done to 
insure safe and hazard-free installations. Everyone should strive to insure that their 
household generators are installed consistent with safe practices and compliant to code 
provisions. 
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I want to caution homeowners about the hiring of contractors and trade professionals who 
suggest or are otherwise willing to work without taking out the proper permitting. 
Experience has taught us that these individuals likely do not have a good understanding 
of the building code provisions or choose to ignore them in their practices. Quality and 
safety are generally compromised. 


Please visit the building inspector’s web page at www.chesternh.gov. The information 
sheets as posted on the Chester website are a useful tool to contractors, buildings, and 
homeowners alike. Please feel free to access these information sheets for clarifications 
to any number of code provisions and practices. The office is always available to service 
all inquiries relating to building and safety codes.

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Annual Report 
Emergency Management 


Despite our rather plentiful snowfall this year, we had a very quiet season with regards to 
Emergency Management. Fortunately, we did not suffer any major long-term power outages like 
the ones we have had in the past with the ice storm; and now, we can all take a breath as we 
approach the warm days of summer. 


The big project for this year has been the planning and coordination in moving our emergency 
shelter from Chester Academy to the Multi-purpose Room (MPR) in the Municipal Complex. 
There has been a considerable amount of work on renovations and improvement in the MPR, and I 
have identified the supplies that will be needed to make the MPR the new shelter. I am focused on 
making the MPR a warm, comfortable place for people to come to should we encounter a major 
storm that may displace some of the residents of Chester. If anyone wishes to volunteer their time 
as a shelter volunteer, please contact me and I will be happy to add you to our contact list. Being a 
shelter volunteer is a great way to help the residents of Chester and to give back to the community. 


I recently completed a WebEOC class at the state Emergency Operation Command Center in 
Concord. WebEOC is an internet-based program that is used in any local or state emergency. It 
gives fire, police, EMS and road agents the ability to report all emergency related information and it 
allows us to request any additional resources from the State should we need them. It is a very 
useful tool and will be a great asset to our community. 


While emergency management may not come to mind during our mild seasons, mitigation and 
preparedness are ongoing so that our response and recovery, when needed, will be efficient. As 
your Emergency Management Director, I am here to serve you at any time; if anyone has questions 
concerning emergency management, please let me know and I will be happy to answer them for 
you.

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Annual Report 
Highway Safety Committee 


The Chester Highway Safety Committee was established under the provision of New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated (RSA) 238:6 I., 1981. The missions of the Committee are as follows: 


I. To meet monthly or sooner if required, to hear comments or complaints of 
Chester residents or others concerning highway conditions in Chester. 

2. To attend “Emergency School bus Evacuations” to take notes on how the 
evacuations are conducted and if necessary, present recommendations on 
corrective action to the Principal of Chester Academy. 

3. To make periodic visits to the state highways and town roads in Chester for the 
purpose of determining the adequacy of maintenance, the existence of hazards, 
appropriateness of lighting, speed control signs and devices, speed limits and on- 
highway parking. 

4. To review reports of motor vehicle collisions in Chester and determine if the 
cause is highway safety related. 

5. To consider items referred to the Committee by the Selectman, Planning Board 
or other town activity for consideration and provide a suitable response. 

6. To authorize the application for Federal and State Highway Safety Grants. 


The Committee continues to strive to achieve the goals set forth in our Mission Statement and 
meet the requirements set forth in NH RSA 238.6. 


In order for Chester to qualify for funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency, the town must 
have a Highway Safety Committee that meets on a regular basis. It is important for the 
Committee to have a variety of viewpoints from throughout the town on road issues so residents 
from different sections of Town are encouraged to attend Committee meetings. 


Projects that receive funding from the NH Highway Safety Agency must relate directly to 
problems or potential problems that have been identified through the analysis of available traffic 
record data. Grants applied for and received in 2012 were: one (1) for DWI Hunter and State 
wide DWI Hunter and one (1) for speed enforcement, seatbelt and child restraints, etc. The 
Chester Police Department was very successful with their enforcement efforts during the grant 
time period. The department has already applied for and will be receiving grants for 2013. 


Officers working the speed detail focused on the Chester Academy area during the morning 
commute and high traffic areas. During the evening commute this resulted in several stops for 
excessive speed as well as other motor vehicle infractions. Officers working the DWI details 
were able to stop several vehicles resulting in an increase in DWI arrests and many summons and 
warnings. The roads are much safer now after utilizing these grants. 


The Fire Department also received a grant from the NH Highway Safety Agency for extrication 
equipment allowing them to replace the twenty (20) year old “jaws of life” that were on two (2) 
trucks.

A report of this Committee’s observations is sent to the school and bus 
company following the drills. 


The review of motor vehicle crash reports that have occurred on state and local roads 
over the past year. 


Monitoring of parades for the Town Fair and Veterans Day Celebration. 
Monitor traffic safety issues that are connected with Halloween. 


Sent a letter to the Board of Selectmen with recommendations for improvements to the 
intersection of NH Routes 102 and 121 following the Road Safety Audit. 


Applied to NH Department of Transportation to participate in another Road Safety Audit 
at the intersection of NH Routes 102 and North Pond Road. 


Evaluate trees along Town roads for safety related issues. 


The Committee is currently meeting on a quarterly basis in the Municipal Office Building 
Meeting Room (Room 4) at 1:00 P.M. Meeting dates for 2013 are as follows: February 8, 2013, 
May 10, 2013, August 9, 2013 and November 8, 2013. Public is welcome.

No road improvement funding was approved at last year’s Town Meeting; so again, the Highway 
Department went into repair / patch mode. Over the past few years, we have found this does not 
hold up for very long. At this point, I will say that our road infrastructure is failing at an alarming 
pace. Patching potholes is equivalent to putting a band aid on an open-heart surgery. Costs are 
increasing all the time and we are so far behind that we will never be able to catch up. 


It was a tough winter this year and that has taken a toll on our roads. Already in tough shape, it is 
harder to keep snow and ice off the roads, it requires more salt and sand, and it is very hard on the 
equipment. We are very lucky to have a great plow crew and they deserve a big thank you. 


This year, we continued with brush clean up, cleaning catch basins and ditch lines and removed 
some large trees along the roads. In the spring, we spent a lot of time on Lane Road’s dirt section 


which had problems from heavy rains and needed several loads of stone to stabilize it. 


We were able to pave Tenney Farm Road and Pingree Hill Road out of the Highway Department 
asphalt line this year; they should not need any maintenance for some time.

15" Anniversary Summary 


This past fall, the Town’s Municipal Recycling Center & Waste Transfer Station celebrated its 
15" anniversary of operations. Without a doubt, after reviewing all of the data, the facility has 
clearly been a financial success story. It is also lauded by many people in the industry as one of 
the cleanest and most efficient facilities in the State. We are so pleased to be able to report the 
following 15-year summary:

of the last six (6) years.

2012 Transfer Station Summary 


In 2012, the facility’s waste stream totaled 832 tons, of which 315 tons were recycled. Of these 
315 tons, 257 tons were kitchen** (household) recyclables (see list.) This year, the average net 
profit for recycling these kitchen recyclables was $11.13 per ton, versus a net cost of $124.22 per 
ton for the disposal via the solid waste compactor. As a result, the 2012 recycling program 
resulted in a net savings of at least $31,949.00. This is a significant amount of savings, 
considering that the total disposal cost of the 517 tons of compacted solid waste was $64,159.00. 


Overall, 37.9% percent of the Transfer Station’s waste stream was recycled. We keep 
saying this is relatively commendable; however, it still falls short of the 40% minimum standard 
recommended by the EPA. From observing the general waste disposed of in the trash 
compactor, there are two obvious areas for improvement. The first is more diligent sorting out of 
mixed paper and cardboard for recycling. The second is encouraging home (backyard) 
composting of specific kitchen and other organic wastes. Diligent attention to these items could 
reduce the waste stream by another 10% to 20%.

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The Committee continues to focus on finding ways to reduce operating expenses and to improve 
recycling. Recently, the recycling of plastics was expanded from #1 and #2 plastics to include 
#3 thru #7 plastics. Also, we contracted with a less-expensive hauler for the glass recyclables. 


A few new upgrades to the facility are being proposed this year. First, is the extension of the 
recycling building roof to cover more of the recycling commodities trailers. The purpose of this 
is to improve employee safety, reduce snow clearing costs, and improve rebate pricing for certain 
commodities by keeping them drier. (Note: A- we have to pay for hauling excess water content, 
and B - our rebate pricing can be downgraded because of it.) 


The second is purchasing a “Bob Cat” style loader to remove snow from areas generally 
inaccessible by the plow truck, turn the compost pile, consolidate the scrap metal pile, load 
materials from the concrete and brick pile, load car batteries, TVs and other commodities for 
hauling, etc. Up until now, many of the above-listed chores have been done laboriously by hand, 
and the employees really could use the help from this piece of equipment. There are also safety 
considerations supportive of this purchase. 


Many residents still do not utilize the Transfer Station and the convenience it provides. We 
encourage those of you who are not using it to come and visit the facility and try it out. The 
facility is open on Wednesday evenings from 6:00 to 8:00 pm, and on Saturdays from 7:00 am to 
2:00 pm. 


In closing, we would like to encourage any citizens with constructive ideas for improvements or 
an interest in serving on the Committee to please talk to one of our Transfer Station attendants, 
or contact the Office of Selectmen at 887-4979 for information about joining our Committee.

Chester Historical Society 


The Chester Historical Society is a non-profit membership organization that exists to 
promote the study of the history of Chester, the preservation of history through the 
collection and protection of historical matter, and supports the continuing education of 
the community of the Town’s ever-evolving heritage. 


A major project completed this year was the construction of new custom built display 
cabinets with glass shelves, interior lighting and storage drawers at the floor level. This 
has greatly increased our ability to display our collection of Chester artifacts and allowed 
us to bring down much of that stored in the mezzanine above the upper hall. 


A pesky problem controlling the lights in the museum was ably resolved by John Pepper 
who installed simple pull chains, low tech to be sure, but not out of place attached to the 
early replicated glass globe fixtures. 


We acquired a pump, probably installed in the1920s that serviced five houses on Chester 
Street then owned by the French and Vanderbilt families. Probably the first to pump 
water from a deep driven well in Chester, it was researched and documented by Matt 
Geary who diagrammed and described how it operated as a school project. 


As Chester College closed, we received several items of significance. Most notable was 
the Chain of Office, commissioned by the college founder and long-time President, Faith 
Preston, and worn by her with academic robes at graduations. 


Two projects are being followed with interest by the Society: one, the restoration of the 
cannons missing from the area next to the Civil War monument, and the other, the 
designation of Route 121 as the Stage Coach By-way by the State of New Hampshire. 


During the year, we hosted two New Hampshire Humanities Council events; namely, in 
June: “The Other Side of the Midnight Ride of Paul Revere” recounted by his wife 
Rachel, and in October: “The Country Fiddler.” 


Scarecrows again were cleverly displayed in October on many lawns. This has become 
an annual event much enjoyed by our residents and also by out-of-town folks, notably 
busloads of senior citizens from retirement communities. Preparations are made to have 
100 more for sale this year. (Since they always sell out, get your order in early.) 


Twice we hosted piano recitals where younger musicians could experience playing our 
Chickering Grand Piano. 
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We reconfigured our website making it friendlier for us to make changes and to keep it 
updated. Check it out at http://www.chesternhhistorical.org. 


At our November meeting, officers elected for 2013 are Don Brown, President; Jean 
Methot, Vice President; Gary Van Geyte, Treasurer; Judy Pepper, Secretary; and Web 
Anderson, Historian. 


The Society meets bi-monthly in January, March, May, July, September, and November 

on the fourth Monday, usually at Stevens Hall at 7 PM. Anyone interested in learning or ; 
contributing stories about Chester history are welcome. The Society's office in Stevens 
Hall is open the 2"* Saturday each month from 10 AM to 2 PM. 


Since this is my last report as President, I want to thank everyone for the opportunity to 
serve in this capacity. It has been a productive three years made possible by all the great 
support and enthusiasm of our dedicated members.

The Recreation Commission meets at 7:00 p.m. the second Monday of each month at the 
Municipal Complex, 84 Chester Street, Chester. The Commission is in need of additional 
volunteers to assist in the rapidly growing recreational needs of the community.

Programs & Activities 





Summer Program 

The six-week Summer Program begins the first full week in July. The program consists of 
guided children’s activities, sports, and crafts as well as weekly field trips. The six week 
program runs Monday through Friday from 8:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m. for students entering first 
through eighth grade. We also offer a half-day program. The hours are 8:00 a.m. — 12:00 p.m. 
There is a modest fee for this program, but no child will be turned away for financial reasons. 
Additionally, field trips are offered during the summer for all Chester children. We look 
forward to another successful summer season. 


Wason Pond Conservation & Recreation Area’ 

The Kids’ Fishing Derby is an organized event held annually the first weekend of June at the 
Wason Pond’s recreation area. The beach is open seasonally for families to enjoy, and picnic 
tables are available. The area is open to the public sunrise to sunset all year. The public is 
welcome to enjoy its natural beauty year round. 


Basketball Program 

Chester basketball provides a comprehensive, skills-based program in a fun-filled environment to 
over 120 children. Our players participate in the Lamprey River League and practice and play in 
both the Multi-purpose Room and Chester Academy. 


The Chester Recreational Basketball Program is open to all Chester girls and boys grades first 
through eighth. The program begins with evaluations/practices in early/mid November (pre- 
season practices to begin mid-October), games begin in early December, and the season 
concludes in mid-March. 
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Soccer Club: “Chester Soccer... it Kicks” 

Chester Recreation sponsors fall and spring soccer for players U6 through U18. The teams hold 
practices and games on the town fields for both the fall and spring season. For more information, 
you can visit their website at http://www.eteamz.com/chesternhsoccer/. 





Adult Yoga 

Again this year, we offered a yoga program that is run through the Recreation Department. Yoga 
is offered 2 or 3 days a week and has morning, afternoon and some evening classes. The 
schedule changes from season to season. The program, directed by Rhonda Woodward, 
Certified Kripalu Yoga Teacher, is designed for both beginner and experienced students. 


Adult Zumba 

You asked for it and you got it. Chester Recreation offers Zumba Classes. The classes are held 
Monday and Wednesday nights in the Multi-purpose Room. Our instructor provides many 
options to fit each individual level. This way, participants feel comfortable and receive the best 
workout for their individual needs. 


Adult Co-ed Volleyball 
Chester Recreation offers free adult Co-ed volleyball. It is held in the Multi-purpose Room 
every Wednesday night. All are welcome to participate and have fun. 


Multi-Purpose Room 

The Multi-purpose Room is scheduled by the Recreation Commission and is open for use by 
Town residents. There is an application and approval process coordinated through the 
Recreation Coordinator. Several recreational programs use this facility, including basketball, 
baseball, floor hockey, softball, and dances, the Senior Exercise Class, the Chester Mom’s Club, 
Boy Scouts and Girl Scouts. It is used for fundraisers for many of the Town’s charitable 
organizations and represents an invaluable resource for the townspeople. The Multi-purpose 
Room is an invaluable resource that is truly one of the busiest rooms in Town! 


Staff 

Daily responsibilities of the Recreation Coordinator include scheduling the Multi-purpose Room 
and the Community Center, coordinating field space and usage requests, conducting sign-ups for 
a variety of Recreation-sponsored programs, daily communication with and assisting Recreation 
Commissioners with their needs, planning, coordinating and implementing new programs along 
with the summer program, as well as meeting the bookkeeping needs for all of these programs. 
The Coordinator's responsibility additionally has been to prepare Wason Pond for summer and to 
assist with development plans for ballfields on the property. 


The Recreation Commission has adopted a statewide mandate to require that all volunteers have 
a background check before being able to work with children. All coaches and summer program 
employees will be required to go through a First Aid and CPR training course. It is our 
commitment that all children are safe and well supervised in all of our programs. 
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The Commission is continuing to work toward establishing new athletic fields at the Wason 
Pond Conservation and Recreation Area included in the Master Plan for that facility. Field space 
is very tight at the moment and scheduling practices and games is growing increasingly more 
difficult. As the Commission looks toward the future, we are dedicated to providing continued 
recreational opportunities in Town. The Recreation Commission owes a great debt of gratitude to 
the volunteers of the “Chester Field Of Dreams.” ‘Their efforts at fund raising will help us 
realize the goal of playing fields at Wason Pond in the not-too- distant future. 


Recognition and Thanks 


The Recreation Commission would like to express our thanks to the volunteer coaches, referees, 
board and committee members, the Baseball league and its Board, as well as all of the dedicated 
parents that assist in all of these programs. The residents of Chester, especially its children, 
benefit from the dedication of these fine individuals who do not receive enough recognition for 
their time and effort.

In 2012, Chester residents kept us busy at the Library. Checkouts of library audio books, books, 
downloadable books, magazines, videos, and other materials increased 8% to 23,813. Library 
visits increased by 6% to 9,398. Attendance at youth programs increased by 107% to 1,409. We 
are glad that residents are rediscovering the Library. 


If you use the Library, you will know that you receive more in services than you pay in taxes. 
Each resident paid $23.34 in taxes towards the Fiscal Year 2012-2013 Library budget ($111,288 
for library operations and wages divided by 4,768, the town’s population). Many new hardcover 
books cost about $28.00. New video releases are $25.00. If a resident borrows two books or two 
videos during this fiscal year, he or she will recoup the tax money spent on library services plus 
change. Use the Library Use Calculator at http://nhlibrarians.org/calculator/ to determine your 
savings. Not a Library user? Come by to see what you are missing! 





In 2010, the Library was open 30 hours per week. Currently, we are open 38 hours per week, a 
27% increase since 2010. Commuters should note that the Library is open four (4) weeknights 
until 8 pm. Our hours are as follows: 


Monday: 3pm to 8pm 

Tuesday: 10am to 8pm 

Wednesday: 3pm to 8pm 

Thursday: 10am to 8pm 

Friday: 1pm to Spm 

Saturday: 10am to 2pm 

(closed Saturdays July through Labor Day weekend) 
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Our website (www.chesterlibrary.com) has been updated to allow users of various computer and 
mobile devices to easily locate information about the Library. The Library saved money by using 
a template called the One-Pager, which is made freely available to libraries by Influx. More 
information about this template is available at http://influx.us/onepager/. Library Director Tim 
Sheehan made changes to the web template to suit the Library’s needs. The changes went live in 
July. 





Jane Hansen and Raven Gregg have left their employment at the Library. We thank them for 
their service to the Library. Emily Bradley was hired in May to fill in the vacancy left by Jane 
and to run our Story Time program held every Tuesday at 11:15am. Attendance at Story Time 
has increased significantly due to Emily’s ability to provide kids with a fun learning 
environment. Courtney DeNapoli was hired in December to fill a vacant Library Page position. 


We are grateful for the Friends of the Chester Public Library. Library cardholders enjoy a 
significant discount for Museum of Science admission thanks to the Friends annual purchase of 
this museum pass. They have also provided us with money to purchase youth audio books, youth 
videos, and Summer Reading prizes. Ellen Phillips, Melissa Munroe, and Karen Rogers have 
resigned their official positions with the Friends. We thank all three for the invaluable services 
they have provided to the Friends. The Friends are always looking for volunteers to assist them 
with fundraisers such as Breakfast with Santa. Please help the Library by joining the Friends.

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Public Access Community TV (PACT) 


This year marks over 20 years of cable service in the Town of Chester. From its humble beginnings 
as a single-channel public access station, we have grown both in size as well as in channels. 


There are presently three Town-operated Public Access Channels in Chester. For the most part, our 
equipment is automated with either live or prerecorded programs with an informational and events 
bulletin board showing at all other times. 


On Channel 20, which is our government channel, we endeavor to broadcast all meetings, including 
Selectmen's, as well as those held by the various other groups in Town. Whenever possible, all 
meetings are broadcast live with the remainder recorded. 


On Channel 21, which is our "Public Access" station, we broadcast a wide variety of programs. We 
have a very large library of recorded material which dates back to our roots. From Hilary Hall's 
delicious cooking shows, to the wonderful programs done by the late Dick Godfrey, to past Chester 
School and Chester Pre-School programs, Town Fairs, Christmas programs, and so many more - 
you never know and may be very surprised at what or who you might see on television! 


Our third channel, 22 is our School Channel. With the exception of the Annual District Meeting 
which we usually handle and broadcast on Channel 20, Chester Academy uses this channel for in- 
house programs and information, as well as broadcasts to the Town of live School Board Meetings. 
Channel 22 presently needs to be reconfigured and upgraded in order to make operations smoother. 
The School is very interested in expanding the capabilities of the station. We have met with 
Superintendent Gaylord and have devised a plan which will be implemented over the next few 
months to accomplish this. 


This year, we will be negotiating a new ten-year contract with Comcast for cable service in Chester. 
Our goal is to insure that the provider, according to FCC guidelines, continues to provide the 
highest quality of service to the Town and at reasonable cost. Presently, there are many people in 
Town who find cable TV unaffordable. I would like to see this change; and among many other 
issues we will bring up, I plan to see to it that inexpensive basic cable will be a very important part 
of our negotiations this year. 


At this time, I would like to take this opportunity to thank my present Co-Chairman and volunteer, 
as well as all of the people over the years, too numerous to mention personally, (but you know who 
you are), who have helped us by volunteering their time and efforts on behalf of our stations. We 
could not, and cannot do this without you. And at the same time, I would like to invite anyone who 
might be interested in television production, or if you would just like to help out a bit, to contact us. 
There is no need to make a commitment. We will train you, and we would appreciate sincerely 
whenever and whatever you can do.

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Spring Hill Farm 


It has been a very eventful and productive year at Spring Hill Farm. Glenn and Maggie Crawford 
have been here for over a year now. They moved down to Chester from Belmont, New Hampshire, 
where they ran a small farm with a CSA (community-supported-agriculture) and farm stand that 
produced and sold eggs, fruits, vegetables, raised chickens, pigs, rabbits, sheep, turkeys, etc., and 
the best part is it was all done in an environmentally natural, humane, and sustainable way. (See 
Maggie and Glenn’s message to the residents of Chester at the end of this Report.) 


Please take time to stop by the Farm to say hello and to get to know them. At the same time, please 
enjoy the wide variety of animals that have joined the Trust’s cows in the pastures, especially all the 
babies now running around. 


Miss Muriel Church - moved to Chester in 1914 at the age of eleven. Eighty-two years later 
(1996) she donated her entire 400-acre farm to the Town of Chester with the condition that it remain 
a working farm and open-space for the Town residents to enjoy. After living through Chester’s 
building boom years, Miss Church wanted to minimize the loss of farmland and open-space while 
reducing the burden on the taxpayers from the additional educational and infrastructure costs 
through the protection of Spring Hill Farm from future subdivision. Her actions have resulted in 
savings to the taxpayers of over $250,000 each year. 


Prior to her death in December of 2001, Miss Church set up a Board of Trustees to oversee the 
Farm’s activities and a Trust Fund to help defray its daily operational cost. The Farm is currently 
self-sustaining from rental payments, land leases, investment income, profit sharing, and the sale of 
farm-produced products. Tenants of the Farm maintain the property as a working farm, make 
improvements, complete equipment maintenance, and make minor building/fence repairs. The 
tenants also care for the Trust’s remaining farm animals living on the property. The buildings and 
property belong to the Town, not the Trust; and it was agreed upon in 1996, that the Town would be 
responsible for building maintenance and the Trust responsible for its operational cost. 


Derry Trail Riders - The Derry Trail Riders Association continue to utilize the many trails on the 
property as part of their trail riding events. Spring Hill Farm is a favorite location for many of their 
members, and we look forward to them coming back each year. 


Community Supported Agriculture - The New Hampshire CSA, LLC (NHCSA) is a Certified 
Organic fruit and vegetable CSA owned and operated by Gary and Fran Van Geyte, RD. It is 
located on the one-acre parcel across from the farm house and is continuing to prosper into its fifth 
year. In addition to its annual lease, NHCSA donates 5% of its CSA share sales to Spring Hill Farm 
Trust in a mutually beneficial arrangement. Membership & Newsletter information about NHCSA 
for the public is on their website: www.nhcsa.com. Gary also contributes to the Town by holding 
the position of Vice Chairman of the Agricultural Commission.

Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation Area 
(Formerly known as — “Silver Sands Campground”) 

History 

In January of 2003, the Town of Chester purchased 105 acres of land surrounding Wason Pond for 
the sum of 1.55 million dollars. The land was purchased with conservation funds, which had been 
set aside for use by the Conservation Commission to purchase properties and conservation 
easements. The Conservation Commission voted to approve the expenditure in order to acquire the 
property for mixed conservation and recreational uses. 


A seven-person advisory committee oversaw the writing of the conservation easement, which has 
been placed on the property to protect it from future development or from activities or uses that 
would be out of keeping with accepted conservation practices. The committee also hired E. Ann 
Poole to draft a Master Plan for the property. This Plan outlines the development of ball fields, the 
reclamation and restoration of the shorelines, wetlands, and other environmentally sensitive areas. 
Once this committee had completed its tasks, it was disbanded and replaced by the Wason Pond 
Conservation and Recreation Commission.

The Commission’s role is to provide oversight of the Wason Pond Conservation and Recreation 
Area, thus insuring that the Conservation Easement is being followed, the Master Plan is being 
implemented correctly, and to provide guidance for future projects and activities in and around 
Wason Pond.

This event, sponsored in the past by the “Field of 
Dreams Committee,” and currently known as the “Chester Charitable Foundation, Inc.” has 
been very successful and anticipate over 500 runners participating. The one-day event raises 
significant funds to help the Chester community.

Slow Down! Did you know that dropping from 70 to 60 mph improves fuel efficiency by an 
average of 17.2 percent? Dropping from 75 to 55 improves fuel efficiency by 30.6 percent! Put 
another way, in a family sedan, every 10 mph you drive over 60 is like paying over a $1.00 per 
gallon more at today’s prices. Conservation saves in more ways than one can imagine! 


The Chester Conservation Commission is currently a five-member, all-volunteer board appointed 
by the Selectmen under the provisions of State RSA 36-A: 2, which allows municipalities in New 
Hampshire to establish commissions “for the proper utilization and protection of the natural 
resources and for the protection of watershed resources.” This work includes preparing maps and 
plans, "keeping an index of open space and natural, aesthetic, or ecological areas" within the town 
in order to obtain information “pertinent to proper utilization of all such areas." The Commission 
acts as an advisory board to other Town and State boards and agencies involved in land use 
planning, wetland impacts, and protection of natural resources in Chester. 


The Chester Conservation Commission meets on the second Tuesday of each month. These 
meetings are used to review subdivision applications, wetlands permit applications, and other 
matters presented to the Commission for comment. Our meetings are televised and open to the 
public. Your input is encouraged. 


The Conservation Commission officers are as follows: Charles Myette, Chairman; Patrick Connelly, 
Treasurer; Baron Richardson; Phil Cassista; and Jeff Geary. Currently, the Commission is in need 
of two (2) new members. Please contact one of the existing members if you are interested in joining 
and helping conserve Chester’s natural resources. 


The past year (2012-2013), the Conservation Commission has been working on several land 
preservation and protection projects and reviewing land development projects. 


Land Conservation - The Strategic Land Protection Commission (SLPC), voted into existence by 
Town residents in order to better protect open space, is an arm of the Conservation Commission and 
the two boards work together to educate residents on the advantages of placing conservation 
easements on their property. Although inactive for most of the year, we are looking for new 
members to reactivate this committee to look at several large tracts of land that may be used for 
various future needs such as recreation, cemeteries, schools and natural areas. If interested in 
becoming active in evaluating Chester’s future need for land utilization/protection, please contact 
Chuck Myette. 


Currently, the Conservation Commission provides stewardship on over 30 conservation easements, 


protecting over 1500 acres of farmland, forests and wetlands in Chester. The monitoring of these 
properties is funded by the Conservation and Forest accounts. Conservation easements are being 
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drafted for the Jenkins Farm development (150 acres) and two other smaller “Conservation 
Subdivisions” in coordination with the Planning Board. 

Wason Pond — The Commission continues to be an active member of the Wason Pond 
Conservation and Recreation Commission. Two members of the Commission sit on the advisory 
board and have two seats on the Commission. The 105-acre WPCRA was purchased with $1.55 
million from the Town’s Conservation Fund and is governed by an easement that restricts use to 
recreation and conservation purposes. The Commission and its members have been very involved 
in oversight of ball fields and entrance road realignment projects to be constructed later this year. 
Spring Hill Farm — Additionally, the Commission is an active member of the Spring Hill Farm 
Trust. In accordance with Miss Church’s wishes who donated over 400 acres of farm land to the 
Town, one member of the Conservation Commission is a member of the Trust that manages the 
land and acts as stewards of the Trust and Conservation Easement. 


Exeter River Local Advisory Committee (ERLAC) - The Exeter River begins as a small stream 
in the protected Herrick Woods of Chester and gains strength from several tributaries before it 
tumbles over the dam in downtown Exeter and changes its identity to the tidal Squamscott River. 
The Conservation Commission is also a member of ERLAC representing the interests of Chester. 
More than 18% of the Exeter River Watershed lies within the Chester Town limits; and because of 
the smaller size of the river near the head waters, it is more sensitive to change in water quality as a 
result of urbanization. Over the past 16 years, the impervious surface in Chester has doubled 
increasing runoff as evidenced by recent localized flooding. ERLAC is working with several of the 
towns to evaluate problem areas and to help fund reconstruction projects. 


Town Forests — The Conservation Commission also has the responsibility to manage the Town 
Forest properties. This year, we are active in developing easements and management plans for the 
North Woods, the Hatton property, and the South Woods which have all been approved by the 
Town as Town Forests. Additionally, we have just completed a 3-year grant program working with 
an U.S. Dept. of Agriculture Natural Resources Conservation Service and a forester to implement 
an invasive species management plan on the Herrick Woods, Spring Hill Farm, and the Natural 
Area to reduce the number of invasive species such as Bittersweet. Also, we improved Norton 
Road to gain access to the Hatton Woods select timber harvest project implemented in accordance 
with a Forest Management Plan to improve the wood lot condition and open areas for wildlife 
management. 


Commission Membership — The Commission Meetings are open to the public, and we welcome 
new members who wish to have a hand in the future of Chester and the preservation of its natural 
resources and rural characteristics. Please join us in conserving Chest

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Chester Agricultural Commission 


The Chester Agricultural Commission consists of a seven-member, all-volunteer board appointed 
by the Selectmen under the provisions of NH RSA 674:44-e. 


Our Mission statement is as follows: 


1. To represent Chester farms and to advise the Chester Town regulatory bodies on 
agricultural matters. . 

2. To facilitate communication among farmers, to educate the community in agriculture, 
and to promote the business of farming and farm activities in Chester. 

3. To promote and to help preserve the farms, agricultural lands, and rural character of 
Chester. 


The Commission meets the fourth Tuesday of each month at 7 P.M. at the Town Municipal 
Complex. All Meetings are open to the public. 


In 2012, the Commission worked with the Planning Board on the Master Plan revision to include 
a Chapter on agriculture and to integrate farm-friendly verbiage into the Chester Master Plan. 
The Plan is designed to guide the future development of our community along with the 
Agricultural Chapter reaffirming the New Hampshire Right to Farm Law and informing residents 
that the rural, agricultural nature of Chester is respected and desirable. 


The Commission seeks to interact with the public to build on existing relationships with residents 
and farmers, such as CSA’s and farmer’s markets already taking place. Promoting locally grown 
products for consumption offers the public more nutritious alternatives to the produce that is 
transported long distances. Currently, we have inventoried 24 farms in Chester that offer 
products or services; and we would like to know if there is interest in mapping Chester farms and 
their products on the internet. We continue to research the most effective ways to promote local 
farm products and would like your input. The Commission also continues to evaluate the 
potential for a Chester farmer’s market. 


As a reminder, the Chester Kitchen located in the Municipal Complex, Multipurpose Room area. 
It is a commercial kitchen available to Chester residents to process fresh produce for canning or 
pickling, etc. for their own use. You simply need to reserve the kitchen with the site 
administrator by filling out a request form and abide by the Chester Kitchen policies and rules. 
If there is an interest for commercial processing to offer farm, added-value products to the 
public, any processor may acquire a license from the State and the Chester Kitchen may be used 
for that purpose as well provided all the State regulations are met and the use of the Chester 
Kitchen policies are followed. More information on this topic can be found on the Town of 
Chester’s website (www.chesternh.org, click on the “Club” link and scroll down to Chester 
Kitchen) or directly on the Chester Kitchen website: http://chesternh.wix.com/chesterkitchen. 








The Agricultural Commission is working with the University of New Hampshire Cooperative 
Extension to bring education farm programs to the Town; and this year, we have asked the 
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townspeople to approve a budget partly for that purpose. To date, the Commission’s largest 
public interaction was at the Town Fair where Chester farms could place themselves on 
Chester’s Agricultural Soil Map and meet and greet other farmers and Commission members. In 
2012, a booth was set up again and Chester farms could sign up for notifications from the 
Commission to begin a friendly, informative relationship. The farms that signed up were added 
to the current data base of farms on the Map. A “tradition” of farms and gardeners entering a 
flower and produce display contest at our Booth resulted in people-choice Award Ribbons for 
first, second and third place, and some good, clean fun!

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Chester Field of Dreams Committee Report 


It was an exciting year for the Chester Field of Dreams. Our committee was formed in the 
summer of 2007 with a goal of raising $65,000 to fund the construction of ball fields at the 
Wason Pond Recreation Area; and in May, 2012, we met and exceeded our goal. In addition, the 
Town approved a Warrant Article at Town Meeting to match the first $45,000 we had raised. 


After several small fundraisers, including raffles, concession stands, Town F air, and golf 
tournaments (to name a few), we organized an obstacle course event called The Wason Pond 
Pounder. At our first Pounder in October, 2011, we had just over 500 registrations and raised 
$17,000. We took advantage of the momentum and excitement behind the event and held 
another one in May, 2012. At our second event, 850 participants registered, and we raised nearly 
$30,000. Our third Pounder is planned for May, 4, 2013; however, proceeds from this event will 
benefit the newly formed non-profit called Chester Charitable Foundation. 


Getting the Wason Pond Pounder off the ground was a massive undertaking. It was only 
successful because of the amazing people in our community that rallied behind, and 
wholeheartedly supported, the event. The Selectmen, Wason Pond Commission, and Recreation 
Commission set the framework by allowing us to move forward and hold the event at Wason 
Pond. Generous cash donations, especially those from Chester businesses like Stone Machine, 
MLM Construction, and Café Teresa, helped offset expenses, allowing more of the proceeds to 
benefit our cause. Dick Lewis from Chester Forest Products donated lumber for building 
obstacles. The Scott family drove their flatbed to central Massachusetts to pick up large 
obstacles that were donated to us. Thom LaPorte donated his time and services as an attorney. 
Myers Construction, MLM Construction, and the Chester Fire Department donated time and 
materials to build additional obstacles. Dan Roberge donated his time to create the graphic 
design work necessary to print t-shirts, flyers, and banners, and Andy Day donated and maintains 
our website. The wonderful people at Livestone Church loaned us a shuttle van for the day and 
volunteered their time to run the offsite parking facility for participants. Several families helped 
with obstacle building and setup for the weeks leading up to the event. The Boy Scouts brought 
an army to set up the large tent and changing areas for vendors and participants. Sharon 
Mulrennan donated her time to DJ and to provide music for the day. Kim Cremin of KC Pilates 
& Fitness offered a free training program to anyone that registered for the event, which helped 
with participants that needed some convincing. Living Well Physical Therapy and Fellowship 
Bible Church donated use of their parking lots for volunteers. Nearly 80 Chester residents 
volunteered to hand out water, monitor obstacles for injuries, distribute t-shirts, run the 
registration tables, organize a bag check, help with timing at the finish line, and so much more.

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Annual Report 
Southeast Watershed Alliance 


Background 
The Southeast Watershed Alliance (Alliance) is a regional organization of the 42 municipalities in 


New Hampshire's coastal watershed. Established by RSA 485-E in the 2009 legislative session, the 
organizing vision is healthy coastal water resources that provide a balance between social, 
environmental, and economic benefits in keeping with State and Federal regulations. The mission 
of the Alliance is: to establish a regional framework for coastal watershed communities, regional 
planning commissions, the state and other stakeholders, to collaborate on planning, and 
implementation measures to improve and protect water quality and more effectively address the 
challenges of meeting clean water standards. 

The web site for the Alliance is: southeastwatershedalliance.org. 





2012 Activities 

The Alliance completed the work under its first grant, a grant from the New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services (NHDES) Coastal Program. The primary task under this grant was the 
development of model stormwater regulations that watershed communities, such as Chester, can 
incorporate into its site plan and subdivision regulations as written or modify to suit the 
community’s unique character. Funding under this grant also supported administrative costs for the 
Alliance such as a part-time temporary administrative assistant, development of a logo and a poster, 
and support of other administrative costs such as office supplies and the mail box. 





The UNH Stormwater Center, in conjunction with the Alliance, jointly applied for and received a 
Watershed Assistance Grant with funding from the U.S. EPA. This project includes developing a 
Great Bay Municipal Bioretention Program to assist coastal watershed communities in 
implementing strategies for nutrient reduction in stormwater. The project will be conducted in three 
phases. Phase | includes performing a pollutant load analysis based on land use and impervious 
cover, refined to the local municipal level. The data will be used to identify target “hot spot” 
locations for retrofit and maximizing load reductions. Phase 2 of this project involves the 
development of a municipal web framework comprised of resources, from design to installation, to 
facilitate implementation of “green” infrastructure in communities located within the Great Bay 
watershed. Phase 3 involves an outreach campaign, led by the Alliance, for the UNH Stormwater 
Center to train communities how to use the impervious cover and land use analyses for targeted 
nonpoint (stormwater) source management. 


The University of New Hampshire, in conjunction with the Southeast Watershed Alliance, the 
Rockingham Planning Commission, the National Estuarine Research Reserve and Antioch 
University has been awarded funding pursuant to a proposal for Green Infrastructure for 
Sustainable Coastal Communities to build municipal capacity in coastal watershed communities for 
green infrastructure by engaging local and regional stakeholders in a planning and implementation 
process that is supported by technical resources and current relevant information. The goal of 
creating a collaborative process is to build community resilience and improve capacity for 
managing water resources and related ecosystem services. Funding for this grant is from the 
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National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA) and comes through the National 
Estuarine Research Reserve (NERR) Science Collaborative. 


The Alliance continued working on the development and refinement of its Strategic Plan during 
2012. The Strategic Plan sets forth goals and priority actions for the Alliance in furtherance of its 
mission to improve and protect water quality throughout the NH coastal watershed. 


Planned Activities for 2013 





Finalize the Strategic Plan. 

Further develop details of the Watershed Management and Restoration Plan. 

Implement a range of stormwater management and mitigation solutions in communities 
throughout the NH coastal watershed in collaboration with project partners from UNH and 
the local regional planning commissions. 

Improve and expand the web site to provide a resource for information and collaboration 
between communities and other stakeholders. 

Collaborate with other groups, agencies, and organizations such as the EPA, PREP, the 
Nature Conservancy, the National Estuarine Research Reserve, the Regional Planning 
Commissions, the Local River Advisory Committees (LRAC’s), and others to assist the 
Alliance with development of the Watershed Management and Restoration Plan and 
furtherance of other Alliance activities. 

Provide education and outreach related to wastewater collection, treatment and disposal as 
well as stormwater management. 

Engage with and support the activities of the various stakeholders and groups within the 
coastal watershed such as the Local River Advisory Committees (LRAC’s). 

Identify and actively pursue funding resources. 

Perform a broad range of education and outreach activities for the coastal watershed 
communities. 

Identify and develop additional priority activities, including long term planning and 
implementation actions. 

Work with communities to address the requirements of the revised draft Municipal Separate 


Storm Sewer System (MS4) General Permit for stormwater (which impacts the Town of 
Chester).

As Special Warrant Article #8 is a bond issue, it must be addressed first, and the polls must remain open for one 
hour after voting begins. 


Article #8 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. Moderator Scott called for discussion. 


Chairman Landau spoke in support of this Article. He stated this Article had been submitted without road names 
attached due to the fact that the previous road bond had named the roads, and not all had been completed. 
Road Agent Michael Oleson had done much research on which roads needed work and provided names and map 
in the Town Report. He had been attempting for many years to gain approval for roadwork without success. 


Town Counsel had stated that the Board of Selectmen was responsible for letting the legislative body know what 
work needed doing, and Town Meeting was in place to allow the legislative body to decide what money to spend. 
There is a tremendous infrastructure in Chester, the roads being the largest part. The less that is done now, the 
more that has to be done later. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon stated that the Board was willing to amend the Warrant Article to add the road names if 
that became necessary. 


Road Agent Oleson stated that he had originally listed the road names in the Article, but that they had been 
edited out. He asked that the Town not dwell on the previous road bond. He expected that ~100 new houses 
would be built in Chester in the next few years, and ~3-4 miles of road added. Once a base coat is put on a 
road, the clock begins tickets on its expected life of 20 years. He would like to see the Warrant Article amended. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon moved that an amendment be made to this Article; this motion was seconded. The 
Article, if amended, would read: 
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Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of six million dollars ($6,000,000) for road improvements 
which improvements include but are not limited to the following: rebuild six tenths (6/10) and 
reclaim and pave four tenths (4/10) of a mile of East Derry Road; reclaim and pave Rand, Parker, 
Holman, Jennifer Drive and Great Oak Roads; shim and overlay Fremont Road from Towle Road to 
the Fremont Town line; shim and overlay Shepard Home Road from Fremont Road to Route 102 to 
include the small section of Hanson Road; shim and overlay Pheasant Run, Meadow Fox, Quail Hill, 
Eagle Crest and Partridge; and begin rebuilding Harantis Lake Road, and further authorize the issuance 
of not more than six million dollars ($6,000,000) of bonds and/or notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
Municipal Finance Act (NH RSA Chapter 33:8) and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate, such bonds 
and/or notes and to determine the rates of interest thereon, and to authorize the Selectmen to accept any funds 
from the State of New Hampshire, the Federal Government and private sources as they become available and to 
take any other action necessary to carry out this vote including the acquisition and/or conveyance of any 
necessary easements to support the project? Fees paid to the New Hampshire Bond Bank and legal fees 
associated with the bond are included as well as state, engineering and contingency fees. And further to raise 
and appropriate sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) for the first year’s interest payment. 


Moderator Scott asked for discussion. 


Rich LeBlanc stated that he was speaking as a private citizen. He supported the Article, and stated that the Town 
needed to take care of its infrastructure. The first year there would be a minimal tax impact and the second year 
a spike, but at that point the old road bond would be retired. He recommended that the Town vote in favor of 
the Amendment. 


Selectman Weider stated that for a 10-year bond, the approximate tax impact on a $300k house would be $621 
annually. 


Selectman Hagan stated that this would be an investment in the real property of the Town. More money would 
be needed in the future for repair and maintenance. Emergency response teams use these roads; when minutes 
count, driving slowly is not an option. He stated that the Town puts $11M into the schools annually; were the 
roads 1/20th as important as the schools? 


Mike Romick asked what the school had to do with the roads. He asked what the effect was of the old bond 
going away, and what had changed since that bond to ensure that there was better control. He asked if Road 
Agent Oleson planned to run for office again. Road Agent Oleson stated that it was up to the Town to re-elect 
him if they chose; if not, he would ensure that contracts were properly in place before leaving office so that the 
funds would not be misspent as they had been with the previous bond. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Chris Hadik stated that the total cost of this Warrant Article for a $300k house over 
the life of the bond would be ~$4,600. The $60,000 interest referred to was not actually for the bond itself; it 
was an interest payment needed to ensure that the Town could access the bond money this summer rather in 
December by receiving a loan. He noted that interest rates fluctuate, but that the Town could expect to pay $1M 
interest on the $6M bond. That interest amount was figured into his $4,600 estimate. 


Clarence Ware asked why North Pond, Old Sandown, and Harantis Road were not covered under this bond? 
Road Agent Oleson replied that North Pond was currently involved in a federal program to fix the intersection, 
and he did not wish to interfere with that work. He stated that he was attempting to spread the work around 
Town. Old Sandown had been removed from the list, as not all roads can be done at the same time. He had 
originally wanted to ask for $15M, as there is a tremendous amount to be done, but one must start somewhere. 


In 2005-2006, the section of Fremont Road from Towle Road to the border would have cost $120k to pave; 
today, that cost would be $290k. Prices will not be going down. 
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David Kovacs noted that every year, money is requested for road repair. Everyone in Town uses the roads; 
something needs to be done. He understands budgets, but you cannot keep putting it off. The previous road 
bond issue is in the past. The Town needs to get on the right track. 


Kevin Kistler stated that road repair was a continuous expense; why was it always a bond, and not in the budget? 
Selectman Weider stated that bonding passes the cost on to future members of the community. He also stated 
that he would prefer seeing impact fees for future developments put into Capital Improvement Programs and 
used to fund roadwork and capital purchases. This would also allow for equalization of taxation and stabilize tax 
rates. Right now impact fees are only collected on Town roads, and they can only be used in the particular area 
collected from, or they must be returned in five years. An analysis must be built first that will hold up in court. 
The old road bond ends in Fiscal Year 2013/2014. 


Royal Richardson stated that he personally had damaged his car driving on East Derry Road. He urged the Town 
to pass this Article; it was important to invest in the Town’s infrastructure. The Road Agent has been denied 
every year. All residents are owners and shareholders in Chester; if the infrastructure is not maintained, people 
will not want to live here. 


Mark Sanborn noted that the Road Agent asked for money unsuccessfully every year. He understands that 
people have bad memories of the previous road bond, but that this Road Agent had promised to handle it 
properly, whether he is in office or not. He asked why the Town had not already issued a RFP with start and end 
dates? If contractors were already in place with all details finalized, it might be more transparent to the Town. 
Road Agent Oleson stated that there are only a few companies able to do this work, and that he had solicited 
bids in advance of Town Meeting for the past four years. Contractors took time and money each year to prepare 
their bids, only to have the Articles fail; they are no longer willing to bid on these projects. However, he does 
have the RFP prepared and ready to issue tomorrow, should the Article pass. 


Lenny Stein asked what it would cost to return the roads to dirt. Chairman Landau stated that that cost had not 
been estimated. He addressed the previous road bond, stating that the Board has discussed road work with 
Road Agent Oleson many times, and Road Agent Oleson is well aware of what needs to be done. He assured the 
Town that any started project will be finished. 


Another resident stated that he would like to hear more about returning the roads to gravel. Road Agent Oleson 
stated that come Spring, everything would be mud; during dry seasons, houses would be filthy from dust. Dirt 
roads get graded four times each year. There is a dirt section of Lane Road that needs grading five times a year 
and sometimes repairs every week. There are six miles of dirt road in Town and work on them costs in excess of 
$35k each year. He does not recommend this. 


Sandy Clark stated that she was interested to hear dirt roads were graded four times a year, as she only ever 
sees Wason Road graded once a year. She asked why each road that needed work was not on its own separate 
Warrant Article. 


Budget Committee member Chuck Heuer stated that the Budget Committee had discussed this Article extensively, 
but that they were concerned about its magnitude. $7M was twice the Town’s annual budget. Speaking as a 
citizen, ten years is a long time to pay for a bond; it is too much money at one time. He would prefer to do other 
things with his money. He also referred to friction between the Road Agent and the Board of Selectmen, and 
that though the Board was financially responsible, there are no guarantees. When the current road bond is 
retired, other expenses may arise. He believes there was a race to fill the gap left by old retired debt rather than 
returning that money to the Town. He noted that some have mentioned that if roads are not repaired, people 
may leave Town; in his opinion, if taxes are high, people will also leave Town. 
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Mary Jennings stated that $6M may be a lot of money, but the Town needs to take care of its roads. Floods 
happen, and the roads fall apart. One should keep in mind that costs are going to keep going up; what if the 
Police and Fire departments can no longer get to your house? 


John Motta stated that he would be fine with the roads being in poor repair; good roads bring more houses and 
children. Taxes are already too high. Developers should pay for the roads. 


Mr. LeBlanc reminded residents that the $4,600 figure quoted by Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik was over 
the life of the bond, not for one year. A new subdivision was going in, and the road issue is not going to go 
away. 


Selectman Weider explained how the roads in the Warrant Article were picked. The Board had asked Road Agent 
Oleson to index the Town’s infrastructure, working with the Town Engineer. They selected the worst roads in 
Town, and solicited engineering and quotes. They will continue to work from this index. He sees no friction 
between the Road Agent and the Board of Selectmen, as mentioned by Mr. Heuer. 


The question was called as to the Amendment; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The Amendment to 
Article #8 carries, and the Article now reads: 


Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of six million dollars ($6,000,000) for road improvements 
which improvements include but are not limited to the following: rebuild six tenths (6/10) and reclaim and pave 
four tenths (4/10) of a mile of East Derry Road; reclaim and pave Rand, Parker, Holman, Jennifer Drive and Great 
Oak Roads; shim and overlay Fremont Road from Towle Road to the Fremont Town line; shim and overlay 
Shepard Home Road from Fremont Road to Route 102 to include the small section of Hanson Road; shim and 
overlay Pheasant Run, Meadow Fox, Quail Hill, Eagle Crest and Partridge; and begin rebuilding Harantis Lake 
road, and further authorize the issuance of not more than six million dollars ($6,000,000) of bonds and/or notes 
in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (NH RSA Chapter 33:8) and to authorize the 
Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds and/or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon, and to 
authorize the Selectmen to accept any funds from the State of New Hampshire, the Federal Government and 
private sources as they become available and to take any other action necessary to carry out this vote including 
the acquisition and/or conveyance of any necessary easements to support the project? Fees paid to the New 
Hampshire Bond Bank and legal fees associated with the bond are included as well as state, engineering and 
contingency fees. And further to raise and appropriate sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) for the first year’s 
interest payment. 


As there was no further discussion on Special Warrant Article #8, Moderator Scott called the question. 
Voting on Article #8 was opened at 10:21am; the polls will remain open until 11:21am. 
Voting on Article #8 was closed at 11:21am. 


Yes 104 / No88 Article #8 fails due to not receiving 2/3rds of the vote. 


At this point, the Board of Selectmen took control of the meeting in order to present this year's awards. 


¢ The Full-Time Employee of the Year was presented to Planning Coordinator Cynthia Robinson. 

¢ The Volunteer of the Year award was presented to Chuck Myette and Baron Richardson as leaders of the 
Wason Pond Bridge building project. All who helped with the project were asked to stand to be 
recognized. 

¢ Police Officer Will Sable, Fire Department member Kerri Lelievre, Fire Lieutenant Phil Gladu, and Fire 
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Chief Richard Antoine were recognized for participating in the rescue of a gentleman in cardiac arrest on 
North Pond Road on April 7th, 2012. Chester has been designated a HEARTSafe Community. 

e Barbara Dolloff and Midge Gould were recognized for their work with the Welfare Department, Wilcomb 
Townsend, and the Clothes Closet. 

e Web Anderson and Jackie Brown of the Historical Society were recognized for bringing the Scarecrows to 

Chester. 

Town Moderator Michael Scott was recognized for his 21 years of service to the Town. 

Special Thanks were given to the children who volunteer at the Chester Clothes Closet. 

Special Thanks were given to the Lifeshare members who clean the Multi-Purpose Room. 

Special Thanks were given by the Cemetery Trustees to Sexton Warren Roberts. 

Special Thanks were given to departing Selectman Joseph Castricone for his service to the Town. 

Special Thanks were given to Finance Director Joanne Smith, Town Clerk Barbara Gagnon, Administrative 

Assistant Patricia Martin, and Recording Secretary Debra Doda. 

e Leroy Scott was thanked for being the “Watchdog of Chester”. 

e In a continuing effort to remember notable citizens of Chester, the Fire Department building will be 
named after Raymond “Red” Dolloff. 


At the conclusion of this section, Moderator Scott again took control of the Meeting. 


A motion was made to take Warrant Article #11 out of order while awaiting the results of Special Warrant Article 
#8; this motion was seconded and the question was called. The voice vote was in the affirmative; Warrant 
Article #11 will be taken out of order. 


Article #11 


Shall the Town vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a five year lease/purchase agreement for the sum of 
one hundred sixty-eight thousand four hundred eighty-five dollars ($168,485) for the purpose of purchasing a 
Class 8 Dump Truck with Plow, Wing and Sander and to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-six thousand two 
hundred dollars ($36,200) which includes principal and interest for the first year’s payment for that purpose. The 
lease agreement contains an escape clause. 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 3-2 
Not Recommended by Budget Committee 2-5 


Article #11 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Charlotte Lister stated that Road Agent Oleson had asked for a Class 5 Dump Truck last year, and the Article had 
failed; why was he asking for a higher class truck and more money this year? 


Selectman Weider replied that last year’s request for a Class 5 truck had actually passed; the additional request 
for a Class 8 truck had been taken off the table in favor of the Fire Truck. The Board had not seen the value of 
purchasing a loader, as requested by Road Agent Oleson; therefore, they were re-submitting last year’s request 
for a Class 8 Truck. This would be the primary plow truck for the Town, as the current truck was unable to use a 
wing. The Town owning their own equipment and using their own employees was most cost effective. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik stated that he was against this Article, as insufficient details had been given. 
In his opinion, the truck would be amortized over 10 years; the cost would then be $250k over those 10 years, 
which would calculate out to $25k/year. Was the Board willing to cut the Highway Budget by $25k each year? 


Selectman Weider noted that was the same truck that had been tabled last year. The Budget Committee had 
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already cut the requested Highway Budget by $10k, and the Town cannot move forward without owning its own 
equipment. Contractors cannot be paid from a CIP. Right now the Town is saving $0.32/gallon on fuel by using 
the State garage for its own equipment; contractor rates will go up as fuel prices rise. This truck is designed for 
municipal work; not only plowing, but also carrying material, so the Town would not have to pay contractors for 
that work either. 


Road Agent Oleson stated that the road bond's failure was a sad day for Chester. He stated that he preferred a 
loader rather than a truck; the Town needed a building to store a truck, and he was not sure this was the right 
year for it. He noted that the Budget Committee apparently only looks at the cost of an item, not the Town’s 
needs. The Town currently relies on the Road Agent’s equipment, but to move forward, it needs to own its own. 


Selectman Weider stated that the Town has leased a loader for the past two years at a cost of ~$4500-4700 each 
year. It is only used intermittently, and the Board did not feel that $180k worth of equipment sitting around was 
cost effective. The backhoe can also be used in many situations that call for a loader. A loader could be 
purchased in the future under a CIP. 


Andy Higham, an employee of the Highway Department but not a resident of Chester, was given permission to 
speak. He stated that he had worked for the Highway Department since 2007, and that the Department truly 
needed a loader. A backhoe is not time or cost effective; a loader would have been a better choice. 


Ms. Clark asked that the Town look at Warrant Article #12, and recommended that the Highway Department 
begin to plan ahead with a Capital Reserve Fund as the Police Department does. She stated that the Town used 
to contract with local private contractors to push snow; why could they not be used while saving money for 
future expenditures? 

The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the negative. Article #11 fails. 

A motion was made to take Warrant Article #14 out of order; this motion was seconded and the question was 
called. The voice vote was in the affirmative; Warrant Article #14 will be taken out of order. 

Article #14 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000) for the 
purpose of leveling fields at Wason Pond? These funds will be used to match funds raised by Chester Field of 


Dreams (a non profit organization).

Article #14 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

Ed Karjala spoke in support of this Article. He stated that it had been 10 years since the Wason Pond property 
was purchased. The Field of Dreams organization had raised half of the $90k needed to level, seed, and fence 
the proposed fields. Groundbreaking would take place in late summer 2012, casual use in 2013, and official use 
in 2014. 


Mr. LeBlanc noted that once fields are installed, other Towns will want to use them. Would Chester teams take 
priority? Mr. Karjala replied that they would. 


David Veale, president of Field of Dreams, stated that Field of Dreams had been formed four years ago 
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specifically to raise money for the fields. They are needed to support the Recreation infrastructure, not just for 
children, but for adults also — priority would be given to all Chester residents. The Field of Dreams organization is 
ready to make the match today. 


John Colman asked about previous work done at Wason Pond. Yards of material had been removed; now more 
material needed to be brought in? Where does money for the existing portable lighting come from? He 
suggested that it might be more cost effective to install permanent lighting at this point rather than later. 


Bill Chirgwin of the Recreation Commission stated that per the Conservation Easement on Wason Pond, no 
permanent lighting is allowed; temporary portable lights only are allowed. 


Mr. Myette stated that the plan was to preserve Wason Pond as a low impact conservation/recreation area. 
Conservation funds were used to purchase the property, which prohibits overdevelopment, permanent lighting, 
advertising, grandstands, and all commercial uses. The conservation easement was filed with Rockingham 
County Conservation District. No mining or oreing may take place on the property; that said, the topsoil removed 
as referred to by Mr. Colman had indeed been returned to the property, and was stockpiled in the rear. The only 
material that left permanently was some root/organic material, which went to a local gravel pit. The Master Plan 
on file shows the prospective recreation fields; the non-profit Field of Dreams committee was formed to develop 
these fields. He supports this Article. 


Samuel Hadik asked if the Boy Scouts would be able to continue holding their fundraisers at Wason Pond without 
impact to the proposed fields; Mr. Chirgwin replied that they would. The tent will need to be moved from its 
current location; it will still be at the front of the property, but on the road, which is being moved. 

Mr. Colman again asked about the feasibility of installing permanent lighting at Wason Pond; Ms. Lister replied 
that per the conservation easement, permanent lighting was not allowed. Jean Methot stated that he was happy 
that there were no lights on the property. 


Mr. Chirgwin stated that the portable temporary lights used by the soccer teams were paid for out of soccer 
registration fees. 


Mr. Heuer noted that advertising means revenue, which offsets taxes. Perhaps Wason Pond is the wrong location 
for ball fields; is there somewhere else they could be built? 


Selectman Weider stated that he was on the Recreation Commission when Wason Pond became available. He 
noted that the choice was either to purchase the property with a bond, or use conservation funds; therefore, 
conservation funds were used for the purchase. Some agreements had to be made. Many communities do not 
have lighted fields; they can be expensive, and lead to liability. 

Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik, speaking as a private citizen, stated that the Field of Dreams had been 
around for several years, and represented lots of effort. He would like to reward that effort by matching their 
funds. It is a small amount of money, and benefits everyone. 

A petition was received with the required five signatures to have this Article decided by a paper ballot. 

The question was called as to Article #14. 


104 Yes / 39 No Article #14 carries. 


Article #9 
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To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, and Committees of Officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Article #9 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Chairman Landau noted that an omission had been made in Town Report — Stubby Dolloff had also passed on 
during this year. He will be added to next year’s report. 


A motion was made to take Warrant Article #12 out of order; this motion was seconded and the question was 
called. The voice vote was in the affirmative; Warrant Article #12 will be taken out of order.

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate twenty thousand, two hundred fifty dollars ($20,250) to be 
deposited in the existing Equipment and Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund established in 2008 to purchase police 


cruisers?

Article #10 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
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Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik referred residents to the Budget Committee report on pages 101-102 of the 
Town report. He stated that the Town had retired major debt this year, but the budget still went up. Taxes 
increase an average of 5% per year, which means that they double every 15 years. 


Royal Richardson asked that the differences between the Budget Committee’s budget and that of the Board of 
Selectmen be explained. The following is a synopsis of the ensuing discussion/presentation. 


Minute Taking: The Board had asked for $10k for contracted minute taking; the Budget Committee reduced this 
to $8k. The higher amount was requested due to the fact that additional committees have been added, and 
workfare employees had occasionally been used in the past; one cannot guarantee that those individuals will 
always be available. 


Employee Raises: The Board had asked for $29,767, which is 3%; the Budget Committee reduced this to 
$14,884, which is 1.5%. Selectman Weider stated that the average raise given last year was 2.8%; the 
requested figure also includes payments to New Hampshire retirement. There are 16 full time and 18 part time 
employees to be considered. The Board would like to reward and retain good employees. 





The Budget Committee disagreed with the Board of Selectmen about how much of an increase the Town’s 
employees should receive; they believe that 1.5% is more in line with what other Towns are giving. As it’s a 
bottom line budget, should the Board wish to give higher increases they can find the funds elsewhere. 


Building Maintenance: The Board had asked for $248,236; the Budget Committee reduced this to $212,796. The 
Post Office needs a new roof, and the Town is legally obligated by lease to provide maintenance to this building; 
the Wason Pond Community Center needs a new furnace. The Board has a responsibility to maintain buildings. 
If all repair and maintenance items were put into separate Warrant Articles, and voted down, “no means no”. If 
the Board of Selectmen’s budget figures are not used, they can attempt to find the necessary funds in the bottom 
line of the budget; if a Warrant Article fails, the work cannot be done. Even if buildings have to be closed, they 
continue to cost the Town money in emergency access plowing and insurance. Selectman Weider started that 
the Board, in a previous year, had broken the work down into what applied to each building at the request of the 
Budget Committee, and this work had always been in the budget, not as Warrant Articles. Only high dollar, 
specific project items had come under Warrant Articles, not work to maintain the infrastructure. The Board has 
engineering and estimates in hand; projects are at Stevens Hall, the Multi-Purpose Room, and the Wason Pond 
Community Center. 


The Budget Committee stated that they had asked the Selectmen to bundle all maintenance requests into one 
group Warrant Article, not separate ones, and that they had not received any engineering reports. 


Highway: The Board had asked for $616,383; the Budget Committee reduced this to $599,383. The Town has %4 
mile more roads to plow this year, plus a section that one needs to travel through Sandown to access. Culverts 
are failing. Roadwork requires engineering and permitting. With more roads, more salt is needed, and the salt 
costs will rise next year as they were artificially low this year. 


The Budget Committee disagrees with the Board about Selectmen about how much money the Highway 
Department needs. There should still be salt on hand, as it was a mild winter; there is still $85k in the Winter 
Maintenance fund; less can be spent on culverts. 


Royal Richardson asked if the Highway Department budget numbers were still valid, considering that the Highway 
Department’s Warrant Articles both failed. 


Finance Director: The Board had requested $67,600 for the Contracted Finance Director; the Budget Committee 
reduced this to $54,080. Selectman Weider stated that contracted services were not inexpensive. The Board had 
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negotiated a two-year contract with Coppola Rockburn at the Budget Committee’s request, and this contract 
called for 20 hours a week. 16 hours a week does not allow for any extra coverage for vacations or absences. 


The Budget Committee disagrees with the Board of Selectmen about how much time the Finance Director needs 
to perform her duties. Budget Committee Chair Rhonda Lamphere stated that Finance Director Joanne Smith 
herself believed 16 hours a week might be sufficient. 


Computer Support: The Board had requested $15,901 for Computer Support; the Budget Committee reduced 
this to $12,901. The Board’s figures were based on actual contracts and historical support needs. 


External Audit: The Board had requested $18,500 for External Audit; the Budget Committee reduced this to 
$16,500. The Board’s figures were based on a base contract price of $16.5k, but any additional work needed is 
at an extra charge. 


Library: The Board had requested $111,288; the Budget Committee reduced this to $108,188. The Board based 
their request on that of the Library; unfortunately, there was a shortfall in their revenue this year. 


The difference between the Board of Selectmen’s and the Budget Committee’s budgets is ~$95k, which 
Maintenance issues making up ~$40k of that figure. 


Selectman Weider stated that the unexpended fund balance was at $65k 7 years ago; it is now at $1.2M. The 
Board has been prudent financial managers of the Town’s funds. 


Chairman Landau stated that according to Town Counsel Gordon Graham, due to the fact that Chester has an 
elected Budget Committee, the Town can only go $350k over the Budget Committee’s recommended budget. 
Road Agent Oleson has requested, as Special Warrant Article #8 failed, that $350k be added to the budget for 
necessary road work. Chairman Landau moved that an amendment to add $350k to the Budget be made to this 
Article; this would change the amount requested to $3,930,921. This motion was seconded. If amended, this 
Article would read: 


To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the Budget Committee recommended amount of $3-589-92469 
$3,930,921.00 for the operating budget for the support of Town government for the payment of salaries and for 
the payment of statutory obligations of the Town. The Board of Selectmen recommend $ 3,675,049.00. 
Moderator Scott called for discussion. 

Jean Methot asked if this meant the budget was now being increased by 16%? Budget Committee Vice-Chair 
Hadik stated that it did not, and would be most likely an 8% increase. He is personally against this amendment. 
It will cost ~$230 on a $300k house. 


Road Agent Oleson stated that the Road Bond failed, and Shepard Home and Fremont Roads are going to fall 
apart if no wear course is put on them. They were on the previous road bond, and never finished. 


Mr. Romick asked if it was possible to specify that the extra $350k be put to a specific line; it is not. 

Walt Jennings asked about the $1.2M in the unexpended fund balance. Could money from there be used? 
Selectman Weider stated that according to DRA, a certain level (10-17%) must be kept in that fund. Taking 
$350K from there would bring the balance to the bottom of the mandated level, and cause problems with bond 
banks. Also, other Warrant Articles are upcoming that will draw funds from that balance. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon stated that an extra $350k would cover the $94k in disagreement, plus give Road Agent 
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Oleson ~$250k towards the road budget. Moderator Scott warned that intentions could not be discussed. 

One resident stated that this was wrong, and an end-run. 

Ms. Lister stated that something must be done about the roads, and the funds must come from taxation. 

Mr. Methot asked if this Amendment passed, and the 10% figure was reached, would all other Warrant Articles 
‘go away’. The answer was no; since other Articles had been approved by the Budget Committee, the 10% 


would not apply to them. 


Thom LaPorte is opposed to the Amendment. He stated that if one wants a “Plan B”, a Warrant Article should be 
in place for it. 


A petition was received with the required five signatures to have this amendment decided by a paper ballot. 

Yes 36 / No 65 The Amendment to Article #10 fails. 

A motion was made to amend the Article so that the budget figure being voted upon is that of the Board of 
Selectmen, not the Budget Committee; this motion was seconded. The Article, if amended, would read as 
follows:

Edwards Mill Dam as directed by the New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services and in accordance

Article #13 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 

Ms. Lister asked what the timeline was for repairing this dam. Chairman Landau estimated 3-5 years. Part of the 
work is covered in the general budget. These particular funds are to remove the structure in the dam put there 
several years ago. 

It was asked if we could wait a year; probably so, but costs will go up. The plan is to repair the valves and clear 
the area. Ms. Lister asked if this will cover the entire cost. Chairman Landau said yes, this will cover what DES 
has asked the town to do. This and Wason Pond are Town owned dams. There are other privately owned dams 
in Town that are under the same scrutiny. 

Mr. Myette stated that a letter received this past December indicated that penalties of $1k a day for non- 
compliance are currently being waived. The deadline has passed; DES is in charge of dam safety, and the State 
may reinstate the penalties at any time. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #13 carries. 


Article #15 

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of forty-nine thousand, nine hundred forty-five dollars 
($49,945) for the replacement of the Fremont Road Culvert and authorize the acceptance and expenditure of 
twenty-nine thousand, nine hundred fifty-eight dollars ($29,958) of a State grant with the balance to be raised by 
taxation?

Article #17 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Chairman Landau stated that these funds were intended to cover the cost of insurance. For example, when a car 
hit the cemetery stone wall, if that driver had not been insured, the Town would have had to pay all costs. It will 
also cover deductibles. This figure is based on what is left in the current Fiscal Year’s budget at the end of the 
Fiscal Year. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik noted that these funds would not be raised through taxation, but out of the 
current year’s surplus. He stated that tax impact was no longer included on Warrant Articles, and if residents 
were dissatisfied with this decision, they should speak to the Board of Selectmen. Chairman Landau explained 
that the tax impact notes had been removed by order of DRA; Moderator Scott suggested residents speak to their 
State Rep. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #17 carries. 


Article #18 

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of forty-one thousand, six hundred fifty dollars ($41,650) 
for the acquisition of extraction equipment for the fire department and authorize the acceptance and expenditure 
of a grant of thirty-nine thousand, five hundred sixty-eight dollars ($39,568) for this purpose with the balance to 
be raised by taxation? This Article will not lapse until the acquisition is completed or June 30, 2017 whichever is 
first.

Article #18 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
There was no discussion. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #18 carries. 
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Article #19 

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000) to be added to the 
Town Revaluation Capital Reserve Fund established in 2009 in order to prepare for the next Town revaluation in 
2016?

Article #19 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Selectman Weider stated that these funds are for the DRA required re-evaluation, a portion of which set aside 
each year. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #19 carries. 


Article #20 

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8,000) for the completion of an 
impact fee methodology study for the police and fire departments, this will be a non-lapsing appropriation per 
RSA 32:7, VI and will not lapse until the impact fee methodology report is completed or by June 30, 2017, 
whichever is first.

Article #20 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
Selectman Weider stated that the previous time this exercise was performed, grant monies had been used; none 
are available this year. Southern New Hampshire Planning Commission will perform the work. Impact Fees will 


not be collectable otherwise. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #20 carries. 


Article #21 

Shall the Town vote to raise and appropriate up to seventy-two thousand, six hundred forty-one dollars ($72,641) 
to be added to the Employee Separation Benefits Capital Reserve Fund established in 2011. This sum to come 
from the June 30 fund balance available for transfer on July 1.

Article #21 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Vice-Chairman Cannon stated that this was the final step in the elimination of the Earned Time Policy. Last year 
$30k had been raised through taxation; the year the remainder would be coming from the unexpended fund 
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balance. This would cover the remainder of the unfunded liability, plus retirement and medicate. Next year, a 
Warrant Article will be written that will pay off the eligible employees. 


Budget Committee Vice-Chair Hadik asked why the Warrant Article did not name the Board of Selectmen as 
agents to expend from this fund; could this wording be added. Apparently this is not necessary, as last year’s 
Warrant Article included that language. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #21 carries. 


Article #22 

To see if the Town will raise and appropriate seven thousand eight hundred eighty-one dollars ($7,881) for the 
purpose of providing public, educational, and governmental access television in the Town of Chester. Said funds 
to be withdrawn from the Special Revenue Fund established as the “PACT” Fund (Warrant Article # 28, 2003), 
separate from the General Fund. If passed, this will have no tax impact.

Article #21 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
There was no discussion. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #22 carries. 


Article #23 
Shall the Town vote to discontinue the Towle Road Capital Reserve Fund created in 2001, said funds with 
accumulated interest to the date of withdrawal (approximately $3,096) are to be transferred to the Town’s 
general fund. 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 5-0 
Recommended by Budget Committee 7-0 


Article #23 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


Selectman Weider noted that both Articles #23 and #24 were ‘housekeeping’; discontinuation of these Capital 
Reserve funds would simply remove them from the audit. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #23 carries. 


Article #24 

Shall the Town vote to discontinue the Town Hall Restoration Capital Reserve Fund established in 1999, said 
funds, with accumulated interest to the date of withdrawal (approximately $10,709) are to be transferred to the 
Town’s general fund. 


Recommended by Board of Selectmen 5-0 
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Recommended by Budget Committee 7-0 
Article #24 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 
There was no discussion. 


The question was called as to the Article; the voice vote was in the affirmative. Article #24 carries. 


Article #25 
To transact any other business that may legally come before the Town. 
Article #25 was read, moved to the floor, and seconded. 


As there was no further business, the question was called; the voice vote was in the affirmative. The 2012 
Chester Town Meeting was adjourned at 1:58pm.
